LONDON, March 3.—Premier Lloyd 
George today delivered an ultimatum to 
Germany in reply to the proposals made 
by Dr. Simons. He gave Germany four 
days in which to accept the Allies’ terms 
or submit an offer worthy of consider- 
ation. 

Failing a favorable reply by Monday 
mext, the Allies will immediately occupy 
Duisburg, Ruhrort and Duesseldorf, on 
the right bank of the Rhine, levy a tax 
on the sale price of German goods in 
allied countries and establish a customs 
line on the Rhine. 

Mr. Lloyd George's speech made a re- 
markable impression. It enlisted the full 
sympathy of all the allied representa- 
tives, including Count Sforza, the Italian 
- Minister of Foreign Affairs, and aroused 
the anger of the Germans. The German 

. @elegates were particularly annoyed at 
the definite natupeefcthe-penaities and 
‘the equally definite way in which Mr. 
Ldoyd George stated them. 

There was no doubt that the French 
and British experts, . military .and 
judicial, were in full agreement as to 


the measures that could be taken’ to’ 


compel German acquiescence in the 
terms of the Versailles Treaty. 


TEXT OF LLOYD GEORGE’S 
SPEECH. 


Mr. Lioyd George said; 

“‘Dr. Simons and Gentlemen—I have 
been asked by my colleagues of the Brit- 
igh and Allied Governments to make a 
statement on their behalf in reply to 
the speech delivered by Dr. Simons on 
Tuesday and to the document which he 
subsequently put in. 

“The Allied Governments consider 
that the statement made by Dr. Simons 
@n behalf of the German Government 
constitutes a definite challenge of the 
fundamental conditions of the Treaty of 
Versailles and must be dealt with ac- 

’ @ordingly. 

“The Paris proposals, following the 
‘line of Boulogne and Brusegels, involved 
. Substantial relaxation of the full de- 
mand of the treaty, both in respect of 
. Gisarmament and reparation. These 
proposals were tendered in a spirit of 
concession to induce an amicable set- 
tlement with Germany. The counter- 
Proposals mock the treaty. 

“The Allies have come to that con- 
clusion not only from the character of 
these counter-proposals themselves, but 
also from perusal of speeches delivered 
by Dr. Simons in Germany after the 
Paris proposals and the support ac- 
corded to those speeches in the German 
press and Rejchstag. 

**One of the most serious statements 
made by him was contained in a speech 
delivered, if I recollect rightly, at Stutt- 
gart, when he repudiated German re- 

| pponsibility for the war. This repudia- 
_ tion was acclaimed throughout Germany 
and, therefore, may be taken to repre- 
‘pent the real attitude of Germany to- 
‘ward the Treaty of Peace.. For the 
.. Allies German responsibility for the war 
‘is fundamental. It is the basis upon 
’ which the structure of the Treaty has 
been erected, and if that acknowledg-| ™ 
ment is repudiated or abandoned the 
Treaty is destroyed. 

Treaty’s Very Foundation Challenged. 

“The Allies, therefore, feel that they 
bave to take into account the fact that 
the German Government, with the ap- 
parent support of German public opin- 
fon, is challenging the very foundation 
of the Treaty of Versailles. 

*“* Proposals such as those made by Dr. 
Simons are simply the necessary corol> 
ary of this new attitude. If Germany 
‘approaches her obligations in that frame 
of mind, such proposals are inevitable. 
“We wish, therefore, once and for all to 
‘make it quite clear that German respon-

FINANCIAL CIRCLES HOPEFUL 


New Offer Expected to Advance 
Negotiations—Cabinet Con- 
fers on London Reports.

BHRLIN, March 3.—The German 
press, though as pessimistic as ever, ex- 
presses astonishment at the indignation 
with which the English and French 
press received’ the German proposals. 
That even the liberal English press 
joins this chorus and accuses Simons of 
not being able to judge his opponent’s 
psychology, which loses his last chance 
of coming to an understanding, puzzles 
the papers especially. 

Theodore Wolff in the Tageblatt says: 
. ‘Lloyd George may have failed at the 
first moment to realize the whole mag- 
nitude of the German offer, but nobody 
can believe that after two days,: during 
which those proposals were examined by 
English financial experts, the English 
Premier should still be under misappre- 
hension. It matters little what noisy 
newspapers say, the decision now lies 
with Lloyd George and Briand, who 
know quite well what we offer.” 

The Lokal-Anzeiger says: 

‘“* Until now hostile threats have failed 
to make any impression. There is too 
much harmony and exactness in this 
sudden rattling of swords, which reveals 
an able stage manager behind the scenes. 
We shall see even more stunning ef- 
fects of this kind in the next few days, 
tut they must not wear out our nerves, 
because it is like this: You can only 
threaten with a revolver until you've 
fired. After you've fired your threat 
is worth nothing. 

“The French may threaten to invade 
certain parts of Germany, which doubt- 
less will mean an awful trial for those 
of our countrymen who will then make 
the personal acquaintance of civilization 
as practiced by white and colored 
Frenchmen. . 

But the German federation on the whole 
would get into a much better political 


and tactical position, because by unlaw- 


fully occupying German _ territory 
France would simply tear the Versailles 
Treaty to pieces, which would deliver us 
of all its obligatidns. All the Entente 
control commissions would have to leave 
Germany. Our position would be what 
it would have been in 1919 had we not in 
@ moment of weakness signed that 
treaty. The question of peace would 
have to be completely revised. French 
invasion might secure much desired 
‘glory ’ but nothing like reparation, and 
the French nation would soon deplore 
the state of affaifs created by its bling 
chauvinism that. the French them- 
selves will wish to end speedily. We 
can only repeat our advice to the Ger- 

man nation and Simons in London: 
‘Bleibe hart.’ ’’

RECEIVERS NAMED 
FOR IMBRIE & C0. 


Action Taken on a.Petition of 
the Beaver Board Co., 
Following Bond Issue. 


LIABILITIES ARE $11,810,000 


Assets $13,500,000 and Forced 
Liquidation Might Endanger the 
Firm’s Banking Depositors. 


Receivers in equity for Imbrie & Co., 
members of the Stock Exchange, with 
officers at 61 Broadway, were appointed 
yesterday by Judge Martin T. Manton, 
in the United States District Court. The 
complainant in the suit was the Beaver 
Board Company, with claims ‘‘ upward 
of $5,000.’’ 

The petition for’ the ‘receiver stated 
that the liabilities of the defendant com- 
pany on Dec. 31 were $11,810,000 and 
that the assets at that time exceeded 
$13,500,000. The defendant, said the pe- 
tition, dealt in corporation, municipal 
and Government securities, railroad and 
industrial bonds, and also carried on a 
private banking business. 

Although the assets of Imbrie & Co. 
have not been impaired since Jan. 1, ac- 
cording to the petition, it was said that 
forced liquidation would depress the 
value of these securities, and loss might 
ensue to the creditors and depositors in 
the banking department. The defendant, 
it was alleged, was short of cash and 
other liquid assets, and a large part of 
its securities had been pledged with 
local banks. 

John B. Johnstone and Theodore 
Smith were named receivers. Their 
joint bond was fixed at-$50,000. 

Rabenold & Scribner, attorneys for Im- 
brie & Co., filed a statement in which it 
was said that the defendant admitted 
the allegations and consented to the re- 
ceivership. The members of the firm— 
James Imbrie, William Morris Imbrie, 
Roswell C. Tripp, Charles G. West Jr., 
David T. Wells, Waldo S. Kendall and 
William Minot—were made defendants 
in the suit. 

Imbrie & Co. and their attorneys re- 
fused to make any comment on the re- 
ceivership. Pennie, Davis, Marvin & 
Edmonds, attorneys for the Beaver 
Board Company, who filed the petition, 
also refused to make comment. 

In Wall Street little could be learned 
of the transactions leading to the re- 
ceivership. Last December, it was re- 
membered, Imbrie & Co. had brought 
out an issue of $5,000,000 twelve-year 8 
per cent. sinking fund gold notes of the 
Beaver Board Company, but it could 
not be learned whether this transaction 
in any way was concerned with the 
present action. 


Imbrie & Co. was one of the oldest 
houses on the Stock Exchange. As 


William Morris Imbrie & Co., the firm 
dates back to Oct. 2, 1882. few years 


ago its style was changed to Imbrie & 
Co. The present partnership dates from 
Aug. 1, 1918. 

In 1913 the firm was suspended from 
the Exchange for a period of six months 
on charges of having handled the ac- 
count of a bank employe in violation 
of the Exchange rules. 





U. S. Submarines O-7 and O-8 Run Aground; 
~ Radio From Buzzard’s Bay for Assistance 





Wireless messages, calling for assist- 
ance from the United States submarine 
O-7, in distress about three miles east 
of Race Rock, Wilerness. Point, in 
Long Island Sound, and the submarine 
O-8, which ran ashore between Pekinese 
and Gull Islands in Buzzard’s Bay, were 
received at 10 o’clock last night at the 
district office of the United States Coast 
Guard at the Barge Office. The O-7 ran 
upon a ledge off Wilderness Point, but 
the damage, if any, was not reported. 
A message from this boat, which qwas 
picked up by local amateur wireless 
operators, said: 

** How long will it : ke for assistance? 
‘We need help at once,”’ 

This message was relayed to the de- 
stroyer Gresham and by it to the office 
of the commanding officer of the Coast 
Guard. Immediately instructions were 
sent ‘to New London, Conn., the nearest 
naval base, to render assistance. 

Preparations were made at once at 
New London to dispatch Eagle Boat 33, 
Submarine O-4 and a tug to go to the

aid of the submarines. A tug also 
was ordered to proceed from this port to 
give any aid that might be necessary, 
and word to that effect was dispatched 
to the vessels in distress. 

Soon there came a repjy from the O-7 
saying that no additional assistance 
would be required. This was believed to 
mean that neither the submarine nor her 
crew were in immediate danger. 

The latest information from the O-8 
was that a tug was standing by and 
that the prospects were good for re- 
floating at high tide. 

The local Coast Guard officers were 
informed that heavy weather had been 


jJincurred by the submarines while cruis- 


ing in the waters near New London. 
The O-8 went ashore about a mile from 
theh Cuttychunk Coast Guard Station, 
but it was said that she was in no im- 
mediate danger at any time. 

The O-8 was bound from Boston to 
New London, and carried a crew of about 
fifty men. 

The O-7 carried a crew of about thirty 
men,

SUMMONED 10 COURT 


Childe Hassam and Francis 
Newton Complain That Her 
Musicales Are “ Noisy.” 


“PEEVISHNESS,” SHE SAYS 


Entertainment in Studio Inter- 
rupted by Policemen on the 
Night of the Big Snow. 


The story of a dinner party and 
musicale given by Mrs. Richard T. 
Wilson, a sister-in-law of Mrs. Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, in her studio at 180 West 
Fifty-seventh Street, will be told in the 
West Fifty-fourth Street policé court 
this afternoon when Mrs. Wilson 
answers a summons demanding that she 
reply to a technical charge of disorderly 
conduct made by Francis Newton, who 
occupies the apartment beneath her. 

Mrs. Wilson is fond of music and at 
most of her entertainments has had 
prominent singers and musicians en- 
tertain her guests. Mr. Newton and 
Childe Hassam, the artist, fellow 
tenants, have objected to the sound of 
‘cello and violin after midnight, Mr. 
Hassam, in particular, has been upset 
about Mrs. Wilson’s musical inclina- 
tions, ang on several occasions has 
either sent or caused to be sent by an 
officer of the co-operative association, 
which owns the apartrhent, notes ask- 
ing Mrs. Wilson not to do it again. 

The climax to these complaints came 
on Sunday, Feb. 20, when in the midst 
of a musicale attended by socially 
prominent persons two policemen 
knocked on the door and announced 
that they were from the West Forty- 
seventh Street police station, and that 
as the result of a complaint the fervor 
of the musicians must be restrained. 
They remained for some time, during 
which the music was subdued to the 
suggestion of tragedy, and the guests 
canversed in carefully modulated tones. 

Thought Some One was ‘ Peevish.’’ 

Mrs. Wilson was both indignant and 
amused yesterday when she admitted 
receiving the summons to court, and 
told of the series of incidents which led 
up to it. She said that it appeared to 
her that some one was a bit peevish, 
and that it hardly seemed necessary to 
drag a woman into a police court when 
effective protest could have been made 
in some other way. 

‘‘This is my first Winter in New 
York for some time,”’ she said. ‘' There 
seems to be no personal liberty left in 
this country. I think I will go to Italy 
by and by and spend my declining years 
there. How any one could object to the 
music I have had here is a mystery to 
me. Some of my neighbors have told 
me that they could not hear it at all, 
and one told me that she left her door 
open so she could hear. Several of 
them are going to court with me tomor- 
row to support my contention that there 
was nothing in any of my entertain- 
ments to which any one could take the 
slightest exception.”’ 

The gathering on Feb. 20, which was 
the night of the severe snowstorm, was 
a large one. Mrs. Wilson’s evenings 
have been popular among her friends, 
who include many socially prominent 
persons. Mrs. Wilson, who was Miss 
Marion S. Mason of Boston, is related 
to the Vanderbilts and Goelets through 
her husband, Richard T. Wilson. He 


is a brother of M. Orme Wilson, Mrs.

Ogden Goelet and Mrs. Cornelius Van- 
derbilt. 

The list of Mrs. Wilson’s guests would 
not suggest that it was an affair which 
would call for police intervention. At 
the dinner which preceded the enter- 
tainment were Mrs. Horatio Slater, Mr.

They were in full song, when shortly 
before midnight there came a ring at 
the door, and to Mrs. Wilson’s amaze- 
ment, she found that two apologetic po- 
licemen were there under instructions to 
stop the ‘‘noise.’’ There was nothing 
to do but invite them in, Mrs. Wilson 
said, which she did, and asked them to 
make themselves thoroughly at home. 
The policemen seemed to be much more 
put out than did Mrs. Wilson. 

““They stayed here,’’ she said, “ and 
after that our music was barely audible. 
We sat around and talked in low tones 
until the party broke up. Frank Pollock 
did a few imitations, which helped pass 
the time.

WILSON AND COLBY 
TO START LAW FIRM 


Announcement a Big Surprise 


to Washington—Offices to 
Be There and in New York. 


TO APPLY TO HIGH COURT 


President Will Seek Admission 
to Its Bar—Has Not Prac- 
ticed Since 1885.

WASHINGTON, March 3.—President 
Wilson and Secretary of State Bain- 
bridge Colby will form a partnership and 
begin the practice of law soon after they 
retire from office tomorrow. 

Formsl announcement to this effect 
was made at the White House today. it 
came as a great surprise to even the 
closest friends of the President and Mr. 
Colby. 

The White House statement read: 

‘““The President. made the announce- 
ment today that at the conclusion of his 
term of office he would resume the prac- 
tice of law, forming a partnership with 
the Secretary of State, Bainbridge Colby, 
‘ne firm will have offices in New York 
and Washington.”’ 

No further details were forthcoming 
from the White House. Secretary 
Joseph P. Tumuity, who will also begin 
the practice of law shortly, said that the 
announcement spoke for itself. It is the 
intention of Presiderit Wilson and Mr. 
Colby to open offices in New York and 
this city as soon as the necessary ar- 
rangements can be made. Mr. Colby, it 
is understood, will be in active charge 
of the New York offices, making fre-. 


quent trips to Washington ‘to :cofisult’ 


with President Wilson, who will spend 
most of his time here. 

The President’s health, of course, will 
largely control the amount o? work he 
will be able to do in the new venture. 
It was said at the White House today 
that he was feeling greatly improved. 
He has taken an intense interest in the 
plan for practicing law and is confi- 
dent that his strength will be sufficient 
to permit the devotion of much of his 
time to the work. 

Look to International Field. 

It was the belief here that the Presi- 
cent and Mr. Colby would make a 
specialty of cases in which international 
law and relations would play a large 
part. The President has had a remark- 
able opportunity to acquaint himself 
with international relationships, and 
Secretary Colby, by reason of his work 
for the Government as a member of the 
Shipping Board and as Secretary of 
State, is said to be in a position in this 
respect second only to that in which the 
President is placed. Mr. Colby was in 
Furope for the Shipping Board. He also 
had an opportunity to study conditions 
in South and Central America during 
his recent visit there as the representa- 
tive of the Government. 

The fact that President Wilson, al- 
though he was a graduate of the Law 
School of the University of Virginia in 
1881, had devoted but little of his time 
to the practice of law and turned early 
a 
teacher, added to the surprise among 
his friends. The President has cus- 
tomarily referred to the days when he 
practiced law as of minor importance 
in his career. After his graduation 
from the University of Virginia in 1881 
he practiced at Atlanta, Ga., during 
1882 and a part of 1883. So far as is 
known, he was not swamped with busi- 
ness, but he was an eager reader and 


student and is credited with having laid | 


a firm foundation in the law which at 
one time or another has aided him ma- 
terially in his later life. 


Gave Up Practice in 1885. 


In 1883 Mr. Wilson went to Baltimore 
and took up post-graduate work at the 
Johns Hopkins University. He had 
some cages in the courts of Baltimore, 
but in 1885 he gave up the law to take 
the Chair of History and Political Econ- 
omy at Bryn Mawr College, later be- 
coming a professor and President of 
Princeton University. 

One of the references made by Presi- 
dent Wilson to his career as a lawyer 
was at the conference with the members 
of the Foreign Relations Committee of 
the Senate at the White House on Aug. 
19, 1919. The question of the “ moral 
obligation’? assumed by the United 
States under Article X. of the League 
of Nations covenant was being debated. 
Discussing the interpretation which 
might be put on the article, the Presi- 
dent said: 

‘“‘ My experience as @ lawyer was not 
very long, but that experience would 
teach me that the language of a con- 
tract is always part of the debatable 
matter, and I can testify that in our 
discussion in the commission in the 
League of Nations we did not discuss 
ideas half as much as we discussed 
phraseology.”’

NAVY BILL GIVEN UP, 
BLOCKED BY BORAH 


Senate Passes Sundry Civil Bill 
Early This Morning—Yields 
‘on Muscle Shoals. 














ARMY CUT FACING A VETO 


$18,000,000 Voted for Sick Sol- 
diers—Congress’s Gen- 
eral Record Scant.

WASHINGTON, March 4.—Although 
the Sundry Civil bill, ‘carrying appro- 
priations of $410,60C,000, was passed by 
the Senate at 12:57 o’clock this morn- 
ing after facing defeat: for many hours, 
the Navy Appropriation bill has been 
abandoned by its triends. 

The Senate and House had been in 
deadlock for days over the Sundry Civil 
bill, owing to the House’s refusal to ac- 
cept the Senate amendment appropriat- 
ing $10,000,000 to continue work on the 
Government nitrate plant at Muscle 
Shoals, Ala. Tonight the House re- 
fused for the second time to concur in 
the amendment, the vote being 207 to 
144. 

The House at 12:35 o’clock this morn- 
ing took a recess until 2 A. M. to wait 
for the action of the Senate on the Dill. 
The Senate passed the bill a short time 
later. without a rolicall. Through ac- 
ceptance of the House’s refusal to allow 
the $10,000,000 appropriation for Muscle 
Shoals to be included, the bill was 
saved. The Senate then took a recess 
until 10:80 A. M. 

At 2 o'clock this morning the House 
met again, and upon learning that the 
Senate had receded from its amend- 
ment concerning the Muscle Shoals ni- 
trate plant, which meant an agreement 
with the position of the House, a fur- 
ther recess was taken until 9:30 o’¢lock 
this morning. 

Deplore Navy Bill’s Failure. 


The failure of naval legislation is a 
bitter pill for a big majority of Sen- 
ators. Senator Simmons,’ the ranking 
Democratic member of the Committee 
on Finance, voiced on the floor his re- 
sentment against the action of ‘‘ two or 
three Senators ’”’ in setting up their judg- 
ment against that of a great majority 
of the Senators on both sides of the 
Chamber. 

For five hours the Naval bill was 
debated, but at no time was there 
even a remote chance of any of the 
amendments coming to a vote. Finally 
Senator Poindexter, in charge of the bill, 
admitted that in his opinion the fight 
was hopeless and moved that the bill be 
laid aside in favor of other legislation. 

Senator Underwood, the Democratic 
leader, placed much of the blame for the 
loss of the Naval bill on the shoulders 
of Senator Poindexter. Mr. Underwood 
was one of the most ardent supporters 
of the bill. 

‘‘Candor,’’ said Senator Underwood, 
‘‘compels me to say that if this great 


Vbill fails, its failure lies at the door of 


the Senator from Washington, because 
of his inability to properly handle his 
bill before the. Senate of the United 
States.’ 

Every ettort was made both on the 
floor and in cl rooms to satisfy the 
opponents of the bill, F aggie gy a Sen- 
ators Borah and g, who have led 
the fight from the beginning against 
the measure. Mr. Borah made it plain 
that he had no intention of permitting 
naval legislation at this session. He 
was willing, he said, to shoulder his 
part of the blame. 

Senator Hale of Maine suggested that 
it might be possible for the Senate to 
make important concessions which 
would sabues the amount carried in the 
bill by many millions, but.

MESSAGE BROUGHT CHEERS 


It Declares This Is Not the Time 
to Contract Foreign Trade 
and to Increase Costs.

WASHINGTON. Friday, March 4.— 
President Wilson’s veto of the Fordney 
Tariff bill was upheld by the House 
just after midnight this morning. The 
vote was 201 to 132. 

The House thus failed to override the 
veto by twenty-two votes. The bill is 
now dead, as a defeat of the veto by the 
Senate would not affect its fate. Some 
Republican members of the Ways and,| 
Means Committee, including Treadway 
of Massachusetts, Bacharach of Penn- 
sylvania and Tilson of Connecticut, voted 
to sustain the veto. 

President Wilson’s message was read 
to the House shortly before 6 o’clock last 
evening, and as the Clerk read it slowly 
and clearly, the members, irrespective of 
party, appeared to be greatly impressed. 
Democrats jumped to their feet and 
cheered as the final sentence fell from 
the lips of the Clerk. 

While the veto was expected and the 
Republicans are prepared to consider 
legislation to take its place in confer- 
ence with Mr..Harding during the re- 
cess, the Republican leaders had not 
looked for such a strong document, 
which not only offered reasons for the 
veto, but predicted the doom of the 
party which attempts to write a tariff 
that would increase the high-living 
costs. : 

The House listened soberly and atten- 
tively to this, the final message of Pres- 
ident Wilson. Even Republicans who 
had opposed everything for which the 
President has contended dppeared to ‘be 
sympathetic. The jollity and abandon 
that usually prevails in the House at the 
end of a session were absent. There was 
only respect shown by both parties for 
the message, pronounced by even bitter 
critics as a statesmanlike and fair dis- 
cussion of a hastily prepared tariff bill. 

“Clearly this is no time for the erec- 
tion of high tariff barriers,’’ the mes- 
sage concluded. ‘“‘It would strike a 
blow at large and successful efforts 
which have been made by many of our 
great industries to place themselves on 
an export basis. It would stand in the 
way of normal readjustment of busihess 
conditions throughout the world which 
is vital to the welfare of this country 
as to that of all the other nations. The 
United, States has a_duty to itself as 
well as to the world, and it can dis- 
charge this duty by widening, not by 
contracting, its world markets.’’

THRONG OF VISITORS 
~~ BAILS T0 ARRIVE 


Plenty of Politicians and Office- 
seekers in Capital, but Few 
‘Old-Time Spectators. — 


DUE TO SIMPLE CEREMONY 


Everything Settled. for Today's 
Event Except: the Exact Part 
That Wilson-Will Play. |

WASHINGTON, March 3.—The ex- 
pected influx of thousands of visitors to 
attend the Harding» inauguration had 
not materialized tonight. There was-an 
appearance of nearly normal conditions 
in the hotel corridors and a complete 
absénhce of the'crowds which have filled 
Washington on the eve of other. recent 
inaugurations. 

Washingtonians generally attributed 
the abserice of the usual crowds to the 
desire of President-elect Harding to 
avoid display and useless expense. If 
the, original program had been carried 
ut, they said, the inauguration would 
Rave been one of the most largely at- 
tended in .the couhtry’s history. 

Estimates of the’ number of visitors 
vary greatly, but there is no evidence 
that they number more than a few 
thousand above the nuinber usually here 
at this time of- the year.. They may be 
largely increased, by late arrivals to- 
hight. Some good-sized délegations, in- 
Sistine clubs from Philadelphia, 
cago innesota, lowa, Kansas and Wis- 
éonsin, will arrive tomorrow morning. 

The larger hotels like the Willard, 
Shoreham, Washington and Raleigh are 
filled, but few guests will sleep on make- 
shift beds, and the number of those 
seeking meals is not sufficient to dis- 
arrange the restaurant service. The 
smaller hotels are generally filled, but 
it was possible late this afternoon to 

et a room by going some distance from 
Me centre of the city. The throngs 
that seek the rooming houses and are 
ordinarily accon:modated in spare rooms 
of private Houses at inaugurations are 
hot in evidence. 

Observers said today that the persons 
who were here were mostly of three 
¢lasses—men on business of the Repub- 
lican Party, such as the members.of the 
National Committee; men secking ap- 
ointments and the friends of those seek- 
ng appointments. The mass of specta- 
tors, who have crowded hotel corridors 
and thronged the streets, seem to be ab- 
sent. 

All of the three classes mentioned 
were in evidence today in the lobby of 
the Willard, which automatically ’ be- 
Came the political centre of the country 
bv its selection by Mr. Harding as «a 
stopping place for the period between his 
arrival ahd his entrance into the White 


House. ; 
The Willard not only held the Presi-

WAR LAWS REPEAL SIGNED. 


Wilson Also Approves Four Big 
Appropriation Bills. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—President 
Wilson signed today the resolution re- 


pealing nearly all of the war laws. 

The President also approved four ad- 
ditional appropriation measures—the In- 
dian, Legislative, Executive and Judi- 
cial, Agriculture and Fortification bills. 
The Army bill tonight was the only 
appropriation measure before him. 

The President disposed of a number of 
miscellaneous legislative measures dur- 
ing the day, including the bills to extend 
for twenty-five years the oil leases held 
by the Osage Indians, extending the 
time permitted for foreigners to file 
patents in the United States and the 
amendment to the Water Power act, ex- 
empting national parks from water 
power leases and privileges. 

The war law repeal resolution, as ap- 
proved by the President, repeals prac- 
tically all of the laws enacted during the 
war as strictly emergency measures. The 
acts repealed include the Lever Food and 
Fuel ontrol act, a section of which 
was held unconstitutional by the Su- 
preme Court in a decision handed down 
Monday, and the Espionage act of 1917. 
‘The Trading with.the Bnemy and Lib-. 
erty Bond acts and the statute creating 
the War Finance Corporation are ex- 
cepted from the repeal. <A resolution 
similar to the one which the President 
approved today received a pocket veto 
from him at the end of the last session 
of Congress. j 

Other measures before the President, 
in addition to the army bill, include the 
measure to restrict immigration and the 
bill appropriating $18,000,000 for hospital 
care of former service men.

particularly of Europe, and the’ dis- 
covery there of additional credit foun- 
dations on the -basis of which her 
people may arrange to take from 
farmers and other producers of this 
nation a greater part of their surplus 
production. ‘ 

One does not pay a compliment to 
the American farmer who attempts to 
alarm him by dangers from foreign 
competition. The American farmers 
are the most effective Gg aly vol 
producers in the world. Their produc- 
tion is séveral timés as great for each 
worker as that of their fore rivals. 
This grows out of the intelligence of 
the American farmer, the nature of 
his agricultural practices and economy. 
and the fact that he has the assist- 
ance of scientific and practical agen- 
cies, which in respect to variety of 
activity, of personnel and of financial 


- support exceed those of any other two 


or three nations in the world com- 
bined. There is little doubt that the 
farmers of this nation will not only 
continue eainly to supply the home 
Gomand, but = 1 be ae agente ot 
upon to supply a large part o e 
needs -of the rest of the world. 
What the farmer now. needs is not 
only. a better system of. domestic. mar- 
ng and credit, but especially 





larger foreign markets for his surplus 
products. 


Calls Policy Inconsistent. 


Clearly, measures of this sort will 
not conduce to an expansion of the for- 
eign market. It is not a little singular 
that a measure which strikes a blow 
at our foreign trade should follow so 
closely upon the action of Congress 
directing the resumption of certain ac- 
tivities of the War Finance Corpora- 
tion, especially at the urgent insist- 
ence of representatives of the farming 
interests, who believed that its re- 
sumption would improve foreign mar- 


keting. Indeed, when one surveys re-. 


cent activities in the foreign field, and 
measures enacted affecting the foreign 
trade, one cannot fail to be impressed 
with the fact that there is consistency 
only in their contradictions and incon- 
sistencies. 

We have been vigorously building up 
& great merchant, marine and provid- 
ing for improvement of gender in 
foreign countries by the passage of an 
export trade law and of measures for 
the promotion of banking agencies in 
foreign countries. Now it appears that 
Wwe propose to render these measures 
abortive in whole or in part. 

I imagine there is little doubt that 
while this measure is temporary, it is 
intended as a foundation for action of 
a similar nature of a very general and 
permanent character. It would seem tuo 
be designed to pave the way for such 
action. -If there ever was a time when 
America had anything to fear from 
foreign competition, that time has 
passed. I not believe that American 
producers who in most respécts are the 
most effective in the world can have 
any dread of compétition when. they 
view the fact that their country has 
come through the great struggie of the 
last few years, Roerpghtee d speaking, 
untouched, while their pr hetpal com- 
petitors are in varying degrees sadly 
stricken and laboring under adverse 
conditions from which they will. not 
recovér for many years. 

‘Changes of a very radical character 
have taken place. The United States 
has become a great creditor nation. 
She has lent certain Govérnments of 
Europe more than $9,000,000,000, and 
as a result of the enormous excess of 
our exports there is an additional com- 
mercial indébtedness of foreign nations 
to our own of perhaps not less than 

,000,000,000. ere are only three 
ways in which Europe can meet her 
part of her, indebtedness, namely, by 
the establishment of private ‘credits, 
by the shipment of gor or of com- 
modities. It is difficult for Europe 
to discover the requisite securities as 
a basis for the necessary credits. Bu- 
rope is not in a position at the present 
time to send us: the amount of gold 
which would be needed, and we could 
not view further large imports of gold 
into this country without concern. The 
result, to say e least, would be a 
—_ disarrangemeént of international 
exchange and disturbance of interna- 
tional trade. i 


Says We Must Deal With Europe, 

If we wish to have Europe settle 
her debts, Governmental or commer- 
cial, we must be prepared to buy from 


her, and if we wish to assist Hurope 
and ourselves by the export either of 
food, of raw materifals, or finished 
products, we must be prepared to wel- 
come cOmmodities which we need and 
which Hurope will be prepared, with 
no little pain, to send us , 

Clearly, this is no time for the erec- 
tion here of high trade barriers. It: 
would strike a blow at the large and 
Successful efforts which have been 
made by many of our great industries 
to place themselves on an export basis. 
It would stand in the way of the nor- 
mal readjustment of business condi- 
tions throughout the world, which is 
as vital to the wetare of this country 
as to that ~f all the other nations. 
The United States has a duty to. it- 
self well as to the world, and it 
can discharge this duty by widening 
not by contracting, its world markets. 

S measure has only slight in- 
terest so far as its prospective reve- 
nue yields are concerned. It is ‘esti- 
mated that the aggregate addition to 
the nation’s income from its operation 
for ten months would be less than 
$72,000,000, and of this more than haif 
would arise from the proposed duty on 
sugar.

New Administration Must Face 
Issues Involving All Great Powers 
‘and the League.

WASHINGTON, March 3. — Charles 
Evans Hughes, who will be Secretary of 
State in the Harding Cabinet, took up 
in earnest today, the foreign relations 
of the United States for the conduct of 
which he will assume official responsi- 
bility at 11 o’clock Saturday morning 
when he will take the oath of office at 
the State Department. , 

By appointment Mr. Hughes visited 
the office ‘of Secretary of State Colby 
at 3 o’clock this afternoon for a@ con- 
ference in which America’s international 
problems were considered with a view 
to acquainting the incoming head of the 
department with the status of the mat- 
ters being turned over to him. The 
conference lasted nearly three hours and 
was four-cornered, being participated in 
by Secretary Colby.and Under Secretary 
Norman H. Davis as representatives of 
the Wilson Administration and by Mr. 
Hughes and Henry P. Fletcher, who will 
succeed Mr. Davis on Saturday as 
Under Secretary of State. 

The new Administration's heritage of 
pending foreign problems is among the 
greatest in the history of the nation, 
and it was concerning the intimate de- 
tails of these that Mr. Hughes and his 
Under Secretary of State desired infor- 


mation. While nothing was disclosed 
regarding the phases of the different 
uestions considered, it was learned au- 
thoritatively that the conference dealt 
with all questions requiring action and 
which had not been completed by the 
cutgoing Administration. 


Hughes Asked for Conference. 


The conference was arranged at the 
request of Mr. Hughes and was cordially 
granted by Mr. Colby and Mr. Davis, 


Lwho have endeavored to leave foreign 


problems in the best possible state for 


consideration and future action by the 
new Administration. The wish of the 
Administration has been to take no step 
that would embarrass the new Admin- 
istration. For that reason the treaty 
situation has been left where it stood 
after the Senate rejected it, but there 
ure Many questions of importance pend- 
‘ing aside from the relations between this 
country and the Central Powers or our 
attitude toward the League which will 
confront the new Government regardless 
of the peace policy of Mr. Harding. 

In the handling of these questions the 
outgoing Administration has endeavored 
to deal with them wholly from the 
standpoint of protection of American in- 
terests without injection of politics, in 
an effort to keep the record clear up to 
the transfer of control. Every conti- 
nent, all the important powers of the 
world, and even the League of Nations 
itself are involved in the questions to be 
turned over to Mr. Hughes. 

Pending with the British ‘Government 
are the question of mandates and the 
right of the United States to participate 
in the development of mandate regions, 
including Mesopotamia, There is also 
the attitude of the British Government 
toward the allocation of former German 
colonies, including Yap in the Pacific, 
the status of the former German cables, 
the attitude of the British Government 
toward the economic development of 
Persia, toward the contracts obtained by 
Americans for the erection of a radio 
station at Shanghai, toward the Armory 
oil concession in Costa Rica, and toward 
the question of Panama Canal tol]s. 

Foreign problems in which France is 
interested involve the treaty of alliance 
between the United States and France, 
still pigeonholed in the Senate, and the 
attitude of the United States toward the 
fixing of German reparation, Russia 
and Poland and the Near East. 


French Finances Involved. 


France has failed to take what some 
insist are absolutely necessary steps to 
improve her fiscal condition, and there 
is a considerable group in France that 
is insisting that French liabilities should 
be offset by the German indemnity and 
money owed from Russia, all of which 
has an important bearing on the pay- 
ment by France of the American loans 
to that country. 

Another question which involves 
France .is the status of the former Ger- 
man table which was diverted from the 
English Channel to Brest. 

Italy, like France, is involved by rea- 
son of war problems, loans and econom- 
ic necessities, and, in the cable con- 
troversy, has been on the side of the 
United States with respect to the pro- 
posal to utilize one of the forrmer Ger- 
man cables in an effort to establish 
direct cable communication between this 
country and Italy. 

Japan’s relations with the United 
States have assumed increasing impor- 
tance and involve the status of Yap, 
allocation of German cables, the Cali- 
fornia alien land law, restriction of Jap- 
anese emigration and the maintenance 
of the open door in the Orient. 

The new Administration must also de- 
termine upon a Russian policy, but it is 
the expectation here, especially in view 
of, reports of possible significant devel- 
opments in Soviet Russia, that, President 
Harding and Mr. Hughes will hesitate 
about experimenting with Russian af- 
fairs. Few men believe that the new 
Administration will alter the Wilson 
policy of non-recognition of the Bolshe- 
viki and refused to have anything to do 
with the partitioning of Russia. The 
new Administration, however, will be 
confronted at the outset with demands 
for the recognition of new border States, 
including Lithuania and Hsthonia, estab- 
lished in territory which before the war 
was part of the Russian Empire.

Ac- 
cording to reports he is being flooded 
with applications for jobs. ne well- 
known politician said there were at least 
1,000 men, to his knowledge, on the trail 
of Mr. Daugherty. 

Undoubtedly the popularity of Mr. 
Daugherty in this regard comes as the 
result of stories published not long af- 
ter the election that, as an old friend, 
confidant and political manager of the 
President-elect, Mr. Daugherty ‘would 
be consulted where the disposal of pat- 
ronage was concerned.

TARDIEU APPRALS- 
10 NEW PRESIDENT 


Tells Republican Administration 
What France Asks of 
- America in 1921. 


PLEADS FOR THE: TREATY 


Ratification With Any Reservations 
Desired as Our Duty to Our- 
selves and World Recovery.

PARIS, March 3.—The editor of the 
Illustration has been good enough to 
hand me a copy of an article he will 
publish on Saturday from the pen of 
André Tardieu on ‘‘ What Is America 
Going to Do?’’ Tardieu begins: 

‘‘Mr. Harding is in the White House. 
That means the end of the period of 
paralysis imposed by the American 
Constitution between the election of a 
President and his installation. The 
whole world turns its eyes toward 
Washington. What is the United States 
eoing to de?”’ 

M. Tardieu then goes on to explain 
that Mr. Harding takes power without 
having decided on any definite policy 
toward Europe, and says the time is 
ripe for France to say what she would 
like America to do. 

‘What is the interest of France in 
this situation?’’ he asks. ‘‘ Hawing ob- 
served scrupulously during the political 
battle the reserve which she should it 
is now for her to say to America. what 
she expects and what she hopes from 
her. 

‘“What France expects and hopes is 
that America will help France realize 
in the peace the victory which she 
helped France to win in the war. How 
she shall do it is not our business, but 


the result is our business and it is for 
us to state it. By American help we 
don’t mean isolated acts, private busi- 
ness deals, material help, negotiations 
of credit, cancellation of debts—which 
are all interesting secondary affairg. 
What we expect is moral and political 
help which will make the Germans un- 
derstand that Americans do not disin- 
terest themselves from the results for 
which they sacrificed the lives of hun- 
dreds of thousands of their own and 
paid ,$32,000,000,000. 


Trouble Over Senate Stand. 


‘‘That is the whole difficulty. It fs 
delicate for the United States to co- 
operate in the execution of the treaty 
which she has not ratified. It is that 
which we will ask of them in the clear 
conscience of our right and the general 
interest of the world. And why? Be- 
cause Germany, with her customary 
perfidy, has founded on the vote of the 
Senate in March, 1919, the structure of 


equivocation which must be turned 
down. In March, 1919, the Senate by a 
majority of six pronounced against two 
or three articles of the Treaty of Ver- 


-gailles which Mr. Wilson refused to ac- 


company by certain reserves. Nothing 
more or less. Germany has, however, 
attempted to see in this vote-the repu- 
diation of the treaty, repudiation of the 
peace, repudiation of the war. That is 
a game which must be stopped. 

‘What France expects of the United 
States is a step freely taken by them 
which will make Germany understand 
that Americans have not changed their 
opinion either on the responsibilities of 
Germany in the war nor on her obliga- 
tions in the peace, a step which will 
prove to Germany that today, cs yester- 
day, Americans demand respect for na- 
tional rights, reparations for damages 
and the hsanctity of treaties; a step 
which will notiry Germany that Amer- 
ica of 1921 does not intend her soldiers 
should have fought and died for noth- 
ing. What do I mean by that ig not 
that re-establishment, pure and simple, 
of a state of peace, such a state of 
reace as Knox’s formula describes, 
which would be to disavow and 
abandon. 

The United States has a thousand 
means of securing the reserves or 
amendments which they wish. But for 
the good of humanity and the re-estab- 
lishment of order in the world it is 
necessary that the peace they make with 
Germany, instead of being any peace, 
should be that which corresponds to the 
motives for which they entered into the 
war. That. peace, with or without re- 
serves, is the treaty of Versailles.’’ 

After leading for efforts by the 
French Government to make its aims 
better understqod in America, Tardieu 
goes on: 
+‘ T know Mr. Harding. I met him 
often during the war. A strong Repub- 
lican, he was naturally an adversary of 
Mr. Wilson, a Democratic President. 
Nevertheless, on vital questions, on the 
just reasons which led his country to 
ceclare war on Germany, on the claims 
of that war, on the penalties which it 
entailed, he was, like all his fellow-citi- 
zens, in accord with the Democratic Ad- 
ministration. It is that accord which 
must be revived. 


Should Forget Party Strife. 


‘“‘There should be reborn a great pub- 
lic opinion which will sweep away de- 
formed party prejudices. <A formula 
will not be difficult to find which, with- 
out imposing disavowals on any one, 
will permit America to become asso- 
ejated in the pacific realization of the 
objects for which she entered the war. 
Fully conscious of what is owing to the 
free sovereignty of a great friendly peo- 
ple, France asks of America to recog- 
nize that order cannot be re-established 
except by law and that this jaw js the 
Treaty of Peace. France asks of Amer- 
ica, under whatever form she pleases, if 
this form gives no ammunition to Ger- 
many, to contribute to the application 
of a principle which is fundamentally 
just—reparations, restitution, security. 
France asks America to understand that 
that way her duty Hes, and, having un- 
derstood that herself, that she make 
Germany understand that she must be 
ready to fulfill her duty. 

‘* Let this manifestation be made. The 
effects will soon appear. 
will not resist in the peace accord of 
those whose solidarity vanquished her 
in war. Let this manifestation be de- 
layed or let it not take place. German 
audacity will grow, and France one day 
will no longer have her choice as to the 
means with which to chastise her. That 
certainly, is not what we wish or what 
America wishes. To prevent this, all 
that is needed is that Americans should 
forget their political quarrels; that they 
should free themselves of party preju- 
dices, and regard Europe as in 1917. 
Only in order that they should see clear, 


it is our task to open their eyes—as in 


1917.”’ :

American Citizens Still Are Filin:

WILSON SPENDS LAST 
“DAY HARD AT WORK 


Remains at Desk Until Late in 
Night to Act on Bills, Commis- 
_ sions and Other Business.

‘ WASHINGTON, March 3.—President 
Wilson spent his last day in the White 
House hard at work. The multitude of 
bills passed by Congress which were 
before him for approval, together with 
a number of commissions of appoint- 
ments which had to be signed, gave him 
sufficient fork to keep him occupied 
until well into the night, and it was un- 
derstood that the overflow would occupy 
his attention tomorrow morning until 
the time arrives for his trip to the Capi- 
tol for the inauguration of his successor. 

The routine of work was broken twice 
in the latter part of the day. When the 
rain of early afternoon had ceased the 
President went out for a.short automo, 
bile ride. On the trip he stopped at his 
home, 2,340 S Street N. W., and- was 
joined by Mrs. Wilson, who was super- 
intending the arrangement of the family 
belongings in the residence to which the 
Wilsons will move tomorrow afternoon. 


at 6 o’clock, and at 6:30 Mr. and Mrs. 
Harding came in for tea. After dinner 
the President once more settled down 
to work. 

The principal item of the day’s busi- 
neess, of course, was the veto of the 
Emergency Tariff bill. Besides the legis- 
lation to be considered, the President 
also had to give attention to a number 
of other matters, such as the announce- 
ment of his partnership with Bainbridge 
Colby and e Executive order putting 
flags on public bulidings at half mast on 
the day of Champ Clark’s funeral. Dele- 
gates of a women’s organization in sup- 
port of the League of Nations had hoped 
to call on the President in the afternoon, 
but he was too busy to see visitors to- 


day. 

This desperate activity was shared by 
‘all members of the White House ex- 
ecutive staff. The stenographers, clerks 
and other employes worked late tonight 
and expected to have a busy morning to- 
morrow with the last work of the Wilson 
Administration. 

Joseph P. Tumulty, who finished off 
his eight years’ tenure of office as Sec- 
retary to the President by the refusal, 
almost unprecedented in Washington of- 
ficial history, of two lucrative, dignified 
and anything but burdensome offices 
within the last few days, was kept busy 
all day receiving farewell calls from 
public officials, ie dd men, Demo- 
cratic leaders and others who had had 
dealings with him during the Wilson 
Administration. :

HOSPITAL CUTS WAGES; 
MANY EMPLOYES QUIT 


New York Post Graduate Re- 
duction Affects Scruabwomen, 
Porters, Maids and Others. 


The New York Post Graduate Hos- 
pital, Second Avenue and Twentieth 
Street, has reduced the salaries of its 
250 employes from $5 to $40 a month, 
approximately 20 per cent., and as a 
result from 75 to 100 employes have re- 
signed. The following notice was sent 
tc the employes several days ago: 

‘t The Directors of the institution have 
deme finished a study of the wages paid 

here as: compared with other institu- 
eee of a similar character and find 
hem to be higher. 

“In view of thé fact that the hospital 
is being. run at a great loss, wé are 
obliged to reduce the wages to a point 
which will conform. favorably with 
those paid in similar institutions, and 
this notice is to inform you that begin- 
ning with March 1 your monthly wages 
will be reduced. 

‘We regret the necessity of such ac- 
ticn, but there is no other course to 
pursue if the hospital is to continue to 
operate on a capacity basis anu give 
free hospital care and treatment to pa- 
tients unable to pay 

“* Although liv ite expenses during the 
last few months have been reduced, the 
Directors feel’ that the time has come 
when conditions make it necessary for 
the benefit of the hospital.’’ 

Most of the reductions affect scrub- 
women, porters, laundresses, engine 
room employes, maids and elevator 
operators. 

The salaries of the maids have been 
reduced from $35 to $31; porters from 
$55 to $47; elevator operators from :$’ 
to $60. The wages of the scrubwomen 
have been cut $8. It was said that the 
saving to the institution by the salary 
decreases would be about $1,000 a 
month. It was said that six internes 
have also been dropped. The internes 
received no salary, but merely board 
and lodging. At the hospital it was 
said that no difficulty was expected in 
filling the positions because of the pres- 
ent unemployment situation. 


MORE INDICTMENTS FILED. 


20 Individuals, 30 Corporations 
Named—Grand Jury Lauds De Ford. 


The January Grand Jury filed two in- 
dictments yesterday with Supreme Court 
Justice McAvoy against individual and 
corporate members of a trade group in 
connection with the building investiga- 
tion.

Pleas will be 
entered on March 9.

We are not asking 
the costs of the-war, not a ‘penny. We 
are not going as far as the principle of 


the Treaty of Frankfort. The war/ 


charges of the allied countries in the 
aggregate are so enormous that it would 
be quite impossible to ask any country,. 
any single country, to bear'them. That 
we realize. In fact, we are each of us 
groaning under the load of taxation to 
pay the debts which each of us incurred 
to defend ourselves in this war, and to 
place the whole of them upon one coun- 
try, we fully realize, would be an im- 
possible proposition. ‘We have, theére- 
fore deliberately in the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles not asked Germany to pay -one 
single paper mark for the cost incurred 


by the allied countries in defending 


themselves in this war. 

“What have we asked, then, of Ger- 
many? I think it is important that the 
German public should thoroughly under- 
etand the character of the demand, be- 
cause I am certdin that they are not 
appreciating it. We have simply in- 
sisted that Germany sliall pay repara- 
tion in respect of the charges cast upon 
om respective countries by material 
damages to property and by injuries in- 
flicted upon the lives and limbs of in- 
habitants. We have asked ‘for no more 
and we can take no less. 


Burden France Has to Bear. 

“These are not imaginary wrongs; 
they are injuries the reparation of 
which is imposing a crushing burden at 
this moment upon the resources of the 
allied countries. Take France—France 
has this year to arrange in her ‘budget 
for an expenditure of 12,000,000,000 
francs toward restoring her devastated 
‘areas. This is apart from the gigantic 
gum she has to provide for pensions. 
This provision will have to be made year 
by year for at least ten years. What 
charge is there in the German budget 
comparable to this? 

“I feel certain that the people of Ger- 
many have no notion of the devastation 
wrought in the allied countries as the 
Fesult of the action of the Imperial 
Government in August, 1914. 

“Having regard to the incalculable 
importance of coming ‘to a real under- 
standing I think it is vital that the 
German public should be informed as 

‘to the character and extent of the dev- 
astation wrought.. I cannot help think- 
ing that wheri they realize it their atti- 
tude of mind will change. They are 
under the impression that the Allies are 
seeking to extort money out of them 
beyond their needs, and I am quite 
sure that they have not the least notion 
of the terrible extent of the ravages in- 
flicted by the war in the allied coun- 
tries. I will give a few figures which 
will indicate the extent of the injuries 
inflicted in France. 

“* Nearly 21,000 factories have been de- 
atroyed. The mines in Northern France 
have béen destroyed and it will take ten 
years or more to re-establish them. The 

_ ‘whole of the metallurgical, electrical 
and mechanical factories in the devas- 
tated area have been wiped out. Four 
thousand textile factories and 4,000 
alimentary factories have been de- 
a@troyed or stripped of their equipment, 
which was either taken away to Ger- 
many or destroyed on the spot. 

** One thousand six hundred and firty- 
mine communes or townships have been 
completely destroyed. Of 707 townships 
three-quarters have ben destroyed. Of 
1,656 at least 50 per cent. have been 
destroyed. 

680,000 Houses Gone or Damaged. 

“* Three hundred and nineteen thousand 
two hundred and sixty-nine houses have 
been completely destroyed and 313,675 
partially destroyed; .that is, 630,000 
houses were either completely destroyed 
or partially destroyed. Twenty thousand 
six hundred and three factories have 
been destroyed, 8,000 kilometers of rail- 
way, nearly 5,000 bridges, 52,000° kilo- 
meters of road and 3,800,000 hectares of 
soil which must be restored to condition, 
of, which :1,740,000 is cultivated soil:

“I have passed through this devas- 
tated area pretty well from one end to 
the other, and it is perfectly appalling.

German Factories All Intact. 


**On the other hand, the hoyses of 
Germany with comparatively few ex- 
ceptions in East Prussia have sustained 
no damage. ‘The factories of Germany 
are quite intact. The moment the war 
was over they were free to manufacture 
their fabrics and tto sell them to the 
world, while their rivals had their facto- 
ries and workshops destroyed and their 
machinery removed or broken up, There- 
fore unless reparation is made by Ger- 
many it means’ that the victors will 
pay the price of defeat and the van- 
quished will reap the fruits of victory. 

‘*T have been informed by the Belgian 
Ministers who are present that the de- 
struction of Belgian factories and ma- 
chinery ‘proceeded to such an extent 
that the German Army in Belgium de- 
ported 150,000 Belgian workmen to Ger- 
many on the ground that they were un- 
employed, but this does -not represent 
the whole of the. deyastation wrought as 
a result of the war provoked by the Ger- 
man Imperial Government.- I have not 
given the figures for Italy. I have not 
given the whole of the figures for Great 
Britain. I have simply taken these as 
samples of destruction which took place. 
There is destruction of millions of tons 
of mercantile shipping. Great Britain, 
@ country more depéndent on its ship- 
ping than any other, had 8,000,000 tons 
sent to the bottom of the sea. 

‘‘But this summary is incomplete 
without’ reference to the still more 
poignant and devastating loss inflicted 
upon the allied countries by the killing 
and crippling of multitudes of their 
young and vigorous men in the prime of 
their strength. France lost 1,400,000 in 
killed, and has to pay pensions to 3,500,- 
000 people. The. British Empire lost 
1,000,000 in killed, and the crippled who 
are drawing pensions number about 
1,700,000. I have not by me the figures 
for Italy and Belgium. 

‘““ These casualties represent not mere- 
ly loss in a country of real strength and 
capacity for wealth production, but a 
heavy annual burden upon the resources 
of a country to maintain the dependents 
and crippled and maimed who cannot 
earn a living for themselves. France 
alone, and Great Britain alone, in thig 
respect each bears an anyual burden 
which is almost three times the amount 
of the whole annual payment now of- 
fered by Germany to meet the claim for 
damages of all kinds. 

‘‘Germany, no doubt, has suffered 
from the war, but in the loss of life it 
is not comparable in proportion to the 
population to that sustained by. France, 
and as to material damage, that in East 
' Prussia’ is trivial compared with that 
which has beén inflicted on France. 
‘“ With all this gigantic injury, what is 
now offered to France, staggering under 
the load of expenditure cast upon her by 
war debt and by this wanton destruc- 
tion which made of her richest province 
a hideous wilderness of ruin and ‘de- 

air, with the urgent need that she 
should rebuild the shattered homes and 
restore the factories which are the sole 
means of livelihood for the poor people 
+ who had endured for five years the hor- 
rors of war in their devastated prov- 
inces, and with her enormous pension

What. Germany Offers. 
“What ‘is offered to Great Britain, 
with her gigantic debt and pension list 
incurred in enforcing a treaty which her 
King signed with the King of Prussia, 
but which was broken by the latter’s 
dependents? 

“What is offered to Italy and to Bel- 
gium to relieve their burdens? _ 

‘* What is offered? Not one-fourth of 
the sum required to repair ‘the damage, 
and that only on conditions that those 
who need it, most. find it’ out’ of their 
own pockets first, on’ highly ‘privileged 
terms, when they. can with. difficulty 
raise’ the money ‘in ‘their own markets 
to carry on the essential work of gov- 
ernment. That is the offer. 

“I cannot understand a ‘psychology 
which permits the representatives of a 
country whose Government was respon- 
sible for the most devastating war the 
world has ever seen to come solemnly 
with such terms to a conference with 
the representatives of the Countries that 
have been the victims of that devasta- 
tion. : ; 

‘‘Had the German Government come 
here with some’ proposal which indi- 
cated a sincere desire to discharge its 
obligations, we. should have given it 
the fairest and most patient considera- 
tion. If they had said ‘Forty-two 
years is -too lengthy a period,’ if they 
had said ‘‘The levy of 12 per cent. upon 
our exports is not the best method of 
meeting our liabilities or of ascertain- 
ing the amount Germany is at a given 
moment capable .of paying, we have 
other ways which while they suit us 
better will equally meet the case,’ we 
should have sat down at these. confer- 
ence tables with the German delegation 
to examine in perfect good faith their 
counter-proposals, with a view.to ar- 
riving at a reasonable accord. (These 
differences perpetuate an atmosphere of 
disaccord and distrust, and that is fatal 
to the peace which is so essential to 
enable the world to renew its normal

German Taxation Inadequate. 


*‘Had the German Government im- 
posed taxation on their people compara- 
ble to the taxes laid by the allied coun- 
tries on their citizens they would be in 
a better position to confront us at+the 
conference table. But’ here again the 
vanquished insist upon being let off 
more lightly than the victor. The Ger- 
man debt, nominally high, is not even 
nominally as heavy in percentage to the 
population as that of Great Britain. 
Britain during the war raised £3,000,- 
000,000 in taxation toward the cost of 
carrying on the war. Germany made no 
such effort. 

‘Today her apparently gigantic debt 
has been reduced almost fo the amount 
of her pre-war liabilities by a process 
of depreciating her currency. She has 
nominally imposed very heavy direct 
taxes on wealth, but every one knows 
that they are not fully collected. Her 
indirect taxes, which are taxes which 
affect the bulk of the population, are 
ridiculously low compared with Great 
Britain’s.’’ 

Mr. Lloyd George then gave the fig- 
ures from which he deduced that Ger- 
many’s failure to bring up her taxation 
to the level of the taxes in the allied 
countries constituted in itself an in- 
fringement of the Treaty of Versailles, 
adding that until she imposed at least 
an equal taxation she was not in posi- 
tion to plead that she was unable to 
meet the demands of the Paris pro- 
posals. Continuing, the British Pre- 
mier said: 

‘* Now I come to the conclusion of this 
statement. As I indicated in a short 
statement I made on Tuesday as Presi- 
dent of this conference the counter- 
proposals do not even afford a basis for 
examination or discussion. They are 
simply provocative. Further reflection 
confirms our first impression. It would 
therefore be a sheer waste of time to 
devote any sittings to their considera- 
tion. Allies have been conferring upon 
the whole position and I am now au- 
thorized to- make this declaration on 
their behalf: 


Breaches of the Peace Treaty. 


“The Treaty of Versailles was signed 
less than two years ago. The German 
Government has already defaulted in 
respect of some of its most important 
provisions—delivery, for trial of crimi- 
nals who have offended against the 
laws of war, disarmament, payment in 
cash or in kind of 20,000,000,000 of gold 
marks, these are some of the provisions. 

‘The Allies have displayed no harsh 
insistence upon the letter of their bond. 
They have extended time. They have

“‘If that is due to the fact that Ger- 
man opinion will not permit it, that 
makes the situation still more serious 
and renders it all the more necessary 
that’the Allies shéuld bring the leaders 
of public opinion once more face to face 
with the facts. ‘ 

‘(The first essential fact for them to 
realize is this, that the Allies, while pre- 
pared to listen to every reasonable plea 
arising. out of Germany’s difficulties, 
cannot allow any further paltering with 
the treaty. We have therefore decided, | 
having regard to the infractions already | 
committed and to the determination in- | 
dicated in these proposals that Ger- 
many means still further to defy and 
explain away the treaty and to the chal- 
lenge issued not merely in these pro-

Protest by Dr. Simons, 


LONDON, March 3 (Associated Press). 
—While Premier Lloyd George was de- 
livering his speech at the conference this 
morning the German delegates sat very 
rigid and gave no expression to their 
feelings throughout the speech. Dr. 
Simons was extremely pale. 

The British version of Dr. Simons’s 
reply quotes him as a Go, 8 that the 
Germans would examine the Prime Min- 
ister’s speech, that their intention had 
been mistaken and that no occasion 
would arise for employment of the meas- 
ures outlined by the Allies. 

According to the German text, how- 
ever, the Forei Secretary protested 
against ‘‘ penalties without legal foun- 
dation.’’

That will be one of the most Urgent, 
and. at the same time one of the most 
difficult, of the tasks of the new Ad- 
ministration., Capacity production in 
this country, and our capacity. has 
been enormously increased, cannot be 
maintained unless we bestir ourselves 
to find an outlet for our goods in 
foreign markets. Rivalry will be in- 
tense, and our competitors have re- 
sourees and knowledge and experi- 
ence far beyond ours. We are in a 
critical period of our commercial his- 
tory.. For the first time we are a 
creditor nation and we cannot with- 
out great injury to ourselves and to 
other nations maintain a policy of ex- 
clusion.

Upon the 
trade policy of the new Administration 
and of the new Congress the coun- 
try’s prosperity will very largely de- 
pend. Few of our Presidents have 
found so many momentous matters 
awaiting their attention when they 
took office. 


THE LABOR PARTY LOSES. 

If the by-election in Cardiganshire 
was a marked victory for LLoyp 
GerorGE, that in Woolwich is a heavy 
defeat for the Labor Party. It had 
put up one of its ablest men “in a 
distinctly working-class constituency. 
Mr. RaMsay MACDONALD was a candi- 
date to succeed Mr. WILL Crooks, 
who had been returned for the Labor 
Party’ from Woolwich unopposed in 
1918. But Mr. MacpoNna.p was beaten 
by an ex-soldier, Captain Gaz, who 
made it his chief election appeal that 
this is no time to strike a blow at the 
Government which is endeavoring to 
make Germany pay a just war repara- 
tion... The majority against Mr. Mac- 
DONALD, which was nearly 700, meant 
that thousands of workingmen and 
workingwomen voted against him on 
account of his sympathetic attitude 
toward Germany, during the war and 
since. 

The loss of Woolwich is only one of 
thany signs that the power of the 
Labor Party in England is waning. 
As Mr. J. H. Tuomas has bitterly 
complained, it cannot longer command 
the loyalty of its own members. The 
result is to make an end of the con- 
fident predictions of two years ago 
that a Labor Government would soon 
be in power in England. Mr. HENDER- 
SON was to be Prime Minister, Mr. 
MacpoNaLtp Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, Mr. SNOWDEN Foreign Secre- 
tary, and so on. But if even Wool- 
wich will not stand by Mr. MACDONALD, ; 
it is hard to see how he can get into 
Parliament at all, or what good it 
would do him if he could. 











GERMANY “MISUNDERSTOOD.” 
Berlin dispatches report that the 
Germans are again deeply pained at 
not being understood in foreign coun- 
tries. This was a grief that pursued 
them all through the war; it is now 
freshly stirred by the proceedings at 
the London conference. There the 
purity and nobility of German motives 
are not accepted with the simple faith 
which Germany feels is her due. 
Even as to the financial details of the 
German counter-proposals, the head 
of Germany’s delegation, Br. Simons, 
laments’ that the English and the 
F'rench have failed to grasp the true 
significance of the German figures. 
Apparently, the basis of this complaint 
is' that the slow-witted British did not 
perceive that the ‘‘ fixed prices” of 
Germany’s offer really meant willing- 
ness to do the necessary bargaining. 
The real offense of the Allies, in 
Germany’s eyes, is that of having 
understood her only too well, They 
have followed her manoeuvres since 
the Supreme Council decided at Paris 
on the amount of the German repa- 
ration. At first the German press and 
Government declared that the sum 
was flatly impossible. They would not 
even discuss it. No German dele- 
gates would be sent to London. Later 
it appeared that delegates would go, 
but only to announce Germany's re- 
fusal. Presently it came out’ that 
they would like to talk the whole 
thing over and make some offers of 
their own. These were rejected by 
LiLorp GEORGE on sight, and now Dr. 
Srmons admits that Germany will try 
egain, and announces that, in his 
opinion, there will be ‘‘ no occasion ” 
for the Allies to carry out their ulti- 
matum which. expires next Monday. 
This can only mean that misunder- 
stood Germany intends to climb down. 
The Allies, it is plain, do not Intend 
tv be themselves misunderstood. Their 
threat of military and naval action is 
too plain and precise to be mistaken. 
Germany must agree or take the con- 
sequences. Yet the door is left open 
for her to debate ways and means and 
time of paying her war reparation. 
One alteration of the German offer is 
at once made possible, or necessary, 
by the finding of the Reparation 
Commission in regard to the cash 
value of the restorations and sur- 
renders of property already made by 
Germany. Dr. Simons confidently es- 
timated this at 20,000,000,000 marks. 
The commission decides that it is only 
&,000,000,000. So that the Germans 
are bound in consistency to raise their 
bid by at least the difference, 12,000,- 





000,000 marks. In other ways, too, 








there can be little doubt that the Ger- 
man delegates will discover a method 
eo? submitting to the demands of the 
Allies in time to prevent ‘the execu- 
tion of the ultimatum. Ge y may 
be the great misunderstood, but at all 
events she is beginning to understand.

SPOILSMEN IN THE POST OFFICE. 

Republican devotees of the spoils 

system are spreading reports that 
Mr. Harpina is going to rescind 
Mr. Wson’s. executive order of 
March 81, 1917, making appointments 
to Presidential Post Offices dependent 
\upon competitive examination. | Mr. 
Harpino is pledged to the extension 
of the merit system. Mr. Hays, the 
next Postmaster General, has declared 
shimself in favor of ‘‘ taking the Post 
“‘ Office Department out of politics 
‘“‘from ‘top to Dbottom.’’ So the 
heathen rage in vain, for it must be 
&@ quibble of the spoilsman, insulting 
to Mr. Hays’s good faith and con- 
trary to ‘the fact, to assume that poli- 
ties is now in the department; that 
the merit system has not been fairly 
applied; and that a lot of Democrats 
must be driven out and a lot of Repub- 
licans let in before politics will be 
really excluded. 
’ Pastmaster General BURLESON has 
been attacked frequently and viciously 
by the spoilsmen of his own party and 
by the Republicans in the Senate. 
Whatever ‘the general efficiency or 
inefficiency of his administration of 
his department, he has been faithful 
to the merit system. He has dis- 
proved by the records all the attacks 
that have been made upon him in 
regard to civil service appointments. 
The charge that the President’s order 
in regard to Presidential Postmasters 
has not been carried out and that 
Democrats have been unduly favored 
is refuted by the replies of 2,103 Post- 
masters to whom the Postmaster Gen- 
eral sent a letter asking them to give 
their ‘‘ political affiliation.’’ Of these 
2,108 the Democrats were 1,012, the 
Republicans 907, the Independents 82, 
Prohibitionists 10, Socialists 3. Ten 
didn’t give their politics and 29 be- 
longed to no party. The replies of 
the Postmasters come from all the 
States. Taking out the 11 Southern 
States, mostly Democratic, of the 
Presidential Postmasters from the rest 
of the country 598 are Democrats, 846 
Republicans, 26 Independents, 9 Pro- 
hibitionists, and so forth. Even in the 
14 Southern States there are 61 Re- 
publican Postmasters. 

In States where political opinion is 
more evenly divided, often more Re- 
publicans than Democrats have been 
‘appointed. Thus in Michigan there 
are 46 Republicans and 16 Democrats, 
in California 33 Republicans and 14 
Democrats, in Nebraska 55 Republi- 
cans and 21 Democrats, in New York 
40 Republicans and 86 Democrats, in 
Wisconsin 54 Republicans and 7 Dem- 
ocrats, in Illinois 62 Republicans and 
$3 Democrats, in Iowa 68 Republicans 
and 19 Democrats. Several Postmas- 
ters were Republican County Chair- 
men. Without any more illustrative 
figures, though there are plenty of 
them, it is clear that President WIL- 
SON’S executive order has been fol- 
lowed in the letter and the spirit and 
that the highest qualified names on 
the eligible list have been submitted 
by the Postmaster General to the 
President. In short, the merit system 
has been enforced fairly. Mr. Har- 
pING and Mr. Hays must in good faith 
continue so to enforce it and let the 
Republican spoilsmen howl as vainly 
as their Democratic PECyBtcH have 
been howling. 








TIME FOR ACTION. 

Presumably the last word has been 
said on the traction troubles and the 
time has come for action. More talk 
would be futile, for there are no signs 
that millions of words have altered 
any opinions, even of the talkers 
themselves. Senator JoHNSON is still 
proud of the part he took in: solving 
the railway troubles of California by 
an appointive commission, but nobody 
can convince him that his way is 
suited to New York. He has much to 
say about the differences between the 
commissions, but nothing to say about 
the differences in the conditions which 
make Governor MILLER’S commission 
as well suited to New York as Senator 
JOHNSON’S was suited to California. 
Mayor HYLAN thought in 1917 that the 
Board of Estimate should be deprived 
of power in the matter of the west 
side improvement, but thinks now that 
it is an infringement of home rule to 
take similar action Mm the traction 
business after the Board of Estimate 
has done nothing for years. 

The opposition has sought in vain to 
arouse fifty-nine cities of the State to 
their danger from State tyranny. 
Twenty-five cities were not interested 
enough to enlist in the home rule army 
and thirteen favored what they were 
asked to oppose. So far as the poll of 
the cities goes the sentiment seems to 
be languid, with a disposition to leave 
New York City to extricate itself from 
the troubles resulting from putting its 
affairs into the hands of officials who 
have obstructed everything and ac- 
complished nothing. Exception should 
be made of the budget. That is an ac- 
complishment the City Administration 
does not boast of at a time when it 
is free with criticism of the finances 
of the tractions. The critics of the

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KILLING TIME IN THE SENATE. 

If time were endlessly long and 
wide, there still wouldn't be enough 
of it for the United States Senate: 
Having spent much of the session in 
futile dawdling, digression and contro- 
versy,‘ it is using its last Hours for 
the same want of purpose. The Navy 
Appropriation bill may fail to pass. It 
was so unimportant compared with the 
necessary business of trying to hum- 
bug the farmers that the Senate 
dropped it to spend an hour on and to 
pass by a great majority the ridiculous 
provision in the Agricultural Appro- 
priation bill wasting $360,000 for free 
seeds that nobody wants and that will 
never come up. The Senate joyously 
reversed itself. Both parties were 
eager for the continuation of this an- 
cient humbug. The Democrats sacri- 
ficed to the great god Buncombe even 
more piously than the Republicans. 
The Sundry Civil bill, including an 
appropriation of $18,000,000 for abso- 
lutely necessary hospital care and 
treatment of sick and wounded vet- 
erans, has stuck in conference for 
nearly three weeks, grounded on 
Muscle Shoals. ‘ 

See these solemn wasters of time and 
the people’s money practice their art. 
After free seeds have been gulped 
down, Senator CALDER consumes an 
hour with remarks on the industrial 
situation in the country. Anything to 
eat up the dying hours. Senator JONES 
of New Mexico goes through the form 
of making an effort to bring the Bonus 
bill before the Senate, though he and 
everybody else knows it can't be done. 
Senator SmitH of South Carolina 
amuses himself by asking unanimous 
consent for the consideration of a bill 
to bridge the Savannah River. Sen- 
ator POINDEXTER, after an adjourn- 
ment of ten minutes on his motion, 
stirs the laughter of his leisurely 
associates by making a mistake about 
the time. He can't read the Senate 
clock correctly. Of course not. What 
is time or its register among those 
eareless spirits? The adjournment 
had been made necessary by an hour 
given to formal ‘* eulogies,” in the 
old Congressional style, of two de- 
ceased members of the House. No 
matter how much unfinished business 
there may be, there must be no sup- 
pressed rhetoric. So the Senate had 
earned its ten minutes of adjourn- 
ment. : 

Then the rested Senators resumed 
their noble intellectual task of calling 
up picayune bills and making points of 
order. Senator Lopcs vainly tried to 
have the reading of the journal 
suspended. Senator BoraH objected, 
and thirty-five minutes were given to 
the droning out of the proceedings of 
the Senate, beginning more than a 
week back. Then the Senate found it 
couldn’t stand any more of this cruel 
punishment. Senator Kina started a 
longitudinous speech in opposition to 
the Navy Appropriation bill. And so 
on. Let us hope that the Senate of 
the Sixty-seventh Congress will attend 
to business a little more strictly. 
Sometimes it seems as if a certain 
inherent arrogance were characteristic 
of the Senatorial mind. This trifling 
with public business is not pleasant at 
any time. In the last moments of the 
session it is especially unedifying and 
irritating. -

NEW MEN: AND MEASURES. 


By "FOLEIO. : 

Will H. Hays, as Postmaster General, 
has taken a newspaper man with him 
as First Assistant Postmaster General, 
Courtland Smith, President of the Amer- 
ican Presg Association. 

Mr, Smith's particular work will be to 
bring. to the Harding Administration the 
good-will and friendship of the newsé 
papers and magazines that Mr. Burle- 
sén lost for Mr. Wilson. 

Mr. Smith has a wide acquaintance 
with the press of the country, is a 
fluent writer and speaker, and should 
undo much of the harm of the Texan’s 
policy. 


It is twenty-four. years ago that Ly- 
man J. Gage left his comfortable $25,000 
Position as President of the First Na- 
tienal Bank of Chicago to accept.the 
$8,000 Tréasury portfolio that Mr, Mel- 
lon, also a bank President, assumes in 
the Harding Cabinet. 

Mr. Gage soon found it was a ditter- 
ent proposition to keep a borrower on 
the tenter-hook than to sit on that 
sharp point himself. It is.one thing to 
tell a man what he must do to -get 
credit and another to have a Senator or 
Congressman hold up a bond refunding 
plan because he was dissatisfied when 
he could not get a constituent placed on 
the Government payroll. 

Mr. Gage had no experience with the 
ways of a politician, but was fortunate 
in having as private secretary Frank A. 
Vanderlip, who resigned his position as 
financial reporter on The Chicago Trib- 
une to accompany Mr.: Gage to Wash- 
ington. : 

Mr. Vanderlip had gone through a 
schooling as a cub reporter that enabled 


‘him to handle the recalcitrant Can- 


‘gressman. He was soon advanced to the 
position of Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury and took the unpleasant po- 
litical work off Mr. Gage's shoulders. 

Mr. Mellon will need a good secretary 
more than most men, as he, Mke Mr. 
Gage, has had no political experience, 
nor has he had any experience with 
Washington newspaper correspondents, 
the men who ware or break a Cabinet 
officer. 

Mr. Gage spaniel ‘another news- 
paper man, George E. Roberts, as Diréc- 
tor of the Mint. Mr. Roberts worked on 
a Western Iowa paper during the criti- 
eal free silver campaign of 1896. His 
clear-headed arguments for the gold 
standard. attracted Mr. Gage’s atten- 
tion and when Senator Allison .recom- 
mended Mr. Roberts as Director of the 
Mint the appointment was made at 
once. 

It is a coincidence that two of Mr. 
Gage’s newspaper finds rose to emi- 
nence in the financial world, Mr. Van- 
derlip to the Presidency of the National 
City Bank and Mr. Roberts to the Vice 
Presidency of the same institution. - 


Probably one of Mr. Harding’s firat 


-acts will be the appointment of a com- 


mission to go to Europe to bring about 
an agsociation of nations. 

During the campaign he promised the 
country he would do. so, and those who 
know Mr. Harding best say he con$iders 
he has a mandate from the people to 
carry out his promise at once. If he 
does appoint such a commission, it is 
probable the Knox resolution declaring 
peace with Germany will wait until Mr. 
Harding has a chance to try his plan. 
The present crisis of the London Con- 
ference over the amount of the German 
indemnity may delay the program for a 
short time, but April 1 will probably see 
the commission in Hurope. 


Friends of Mr. Hoover say one of the 
compelling reasons he accepted a-Cabi- 
net office was that in appointing him 
Mr. Harding defied the wrath of Sena- 
tors Penrose, Johnson and Reed, and 
if the President would go that far for 
him, he would not let President Harding 
fall between two stools by declining his 
offer. 


The appointment of Colonel Theodore 
Roosevelt has not brought the favorable 
comment that was expected, 

General Wood's friends feel that he 
should have gone into the Cabinet—that 
the placing of young Roosevelt in the 
Navy Department is a sop to the Wood 
followers for failure to recognize the 
General. 

Many of Coalonel ‘Roosevelt's friends 
think he should have remained in ‘the 
State Legislature until he had a chance 
to make good, as hardly any of the 
measures he advocated were acted upon 
favorably. 

It is doubtful if General Wood will 
accept President Harding’s appointment 
to the Philippines. The General is a 
poor man and must put in the few 
years of active life left to him in accu- 
mualating something for his family and 
old age. 


IRELAND AND WEST INDIES. 


Difficulties in the Application of the 
Principle of Self-Determination. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 
The National Council of the Friends of 
Irish Freedom, according to THE TimEs 
of Feb. 26, urges the incoming Adminis- 





tration to demand from Great Britain’ 


and France the surrender as part pay- 
ment of their indebtedness to us of the 
American islands and territory on the 
mainland now held by these powers. 
Mindful of the lofty purposes of the 
proponents of this solution of the allied 


‘debt problem, fully aware of their noble 


aspirations and not ignorant of their la- 
bars in the past, one is impelled to ask 


how this proposal squares with theja 


principle of self-determination. In ac- 
eurdance with this principle, which the 
Friends of. Irish Freedom have always 
professed to uphold, could France and 
Great Britain surrender the. territories 
in question and the inhabitants thereof 
without consulting them and at the de- 
mand of another Government as com- 
pensation in whole or in part of a debt 
contracted by the French and British 
Governments acting in the name of the 
entire people? 

The proponents of the scheme douht- 
legs had this question raised. when dis- 
cussing their plan, They were very like- 
ly able to reconcile what on the face of 
{t seems a contradiction. Surely they 
cannot be willing under the. cireum- 
stances to keep that to) themselves, but 
prompted by those characteristically 
generous impulses be gracious enough 
to divulge to the world how. the sur- 
render can be effected and the princi. 
ple remain intact,

POTTER SAYS FORD 
HAD HIM KIDNAPPED 
Editor of “Facts” Turns Up in 


Toronto After Disappearance 
in Detroit Feb. 13. 





TORONTO, March 3.—Hehty Potter, 
&dité* of the Philadelphia paper Fact, 
which has been attacking Henry Ford 
for alleged anti-Semitism, and who fé- 
cently was reported to haye disappeared 
mysteriously while seeking to interview 
the niariufactufer, arrived at Police 
Headquarters here today with a story 
of havitig been kidnapped by three men 
on Mr. Ford’s estate neat Detfoit. 

He told pelice and newspaper men that 
oh the, night of Feb. 18, after two in- 
effectual attempts to see Mr. Ford, he 
visited his estate ahd was seized by the 
three men; that he was driven away in 
an automobile and threatened with déath 
‘after making several attefipts to es- 
cape; that he was taken from Detroit 
across the border into Windsor; that he 
Was informed he was being taken to 
Cochrane, :‘‘ never to go back to the 
States again, ’ and that finally he es- 
caéped from his captors at West Torontd 
station. 

He declares that in Windsor he was 
forced to register as ‘‘ Jim Davis,’’ and 
thre following day he was taken by train 
to Owen Sound, where he was kept un- 
der guard at a farmhouse for several 
days. When the party left for Toronto 
last Saturday, he said he left a letter 
with a note asking the occupants of the 
house to mail it to Philadelphia. 

After. being taken off the train at 
West Toronto, he continued, the party 
motoréd to a house “ somewhere th the 
east end of the city.’’ 

“One of the men always remained 
with mé, slept with me, ate with me,’’ 
he said, ‘‘and went everywhere I 
went.”’ 

This morning? he asserts, he was taken 
in a taxicab to thé West Toronto sta- 
tion, his captofs télHng hem, he de- 
elared that he was on the way to Coth- 
fane. Arriving at the station, hé madé 
the excuse of going to the washroom, he 
says, where He escaped. He managed 
to elude his pursuers, he said, and found 
a policeman Who took him to a police 
station.

“EN. AUGUSTE MERCIER 

| DIES IN PARIS AT 87. 
\While Minister of War He Secured 
the Conviction of Captain 

| Dreyfus in 1894, 


PARIS, March 3.—General Auguste 
Mercier, former French Minister of War, 
died here today. Genérat Mercier was 
War Minister at the beginning of the 
trial of Captain Dreyfus, instituting the 
proceedings which brought Dreyfus be- 
fore the Council of War in 1894, the trial 
resulting in the condemnation of Drey- 
fus to lifelong penal servitude and pub- 
lic degradation, this sentencé afterward 
being reversed and Capteéin Dreyfus ex- 
; onerated on his retrial.

of Dréyfus in order to protect himself

For the third day in succession Jake 
| Schaefer, the Western billiard expert, 
'outplayed Edouard Horemans, the Bel- 
‘gian champion, in their 4,800-point 18.2 
| balk-line match at Daly’s Academy. .Al- 
}though Horemans still leads by a total 
| of 3,200 to 3,060, Schaefer made 802 
{points to 800 for Horemans as the total 
|for yesterday's afternoon and evening 
; sessions. All of this gain was registered 
|during the evening block of 460, when 
| Schaefer again displayed wonderful skill 
| with the cue and gathered a total of 671 
| while Horemans was making 400. Schae- 
fer had the exceptionally’ high average 
for this latter block of 95 6-7, while Hore- 
mans averaged 571-7. Ruhs of 209 and 
242 were responsible for the increase in 
Schaefer’s score. In the afternoon ses- 
sion Horemans, scored 400 to 131 points 
for Schaefer. . 

The evening session resulted in one of 
the best exhibitions of billiards that has 
been seen since the match began. Both 
players were at their best, with Schaefer 
showing marked improvement over his 
play of the afternoon. 

Taking up where he had left off in 
the afternoon, Horemans added 43 points 
to a cluster of 84 he had already made, 
and followed this with runs of 59 and 
110, while Schaefer gathered 56, 32 and 
then 209 during his first three innings. 
Thus far both players had excellent 
averages, Horemans one of a fraction 
over 70 and Schaefer one of 99. 


Horemans Gets Lead. 


Horemans started out as though he 
was going to make short work of 
Schaefer, and had a big lead at the end 
of the second inning. Then he began a 
run which eventually went to 110. He 
carried the balls up and down the table, 


but for the most part kept them in the 
centre and displayed fine judgment in 
speed and distance. He was called on 
several times to use his massé shot, and 
on one occasion he had to resort to it 
three times in succession to get the 
balls back into position. 

After he had scored 110 points the 
balls line up.in a, position that re- 
quired a simple massé shot. It was 
such a shot as Horemans goes after 
ordinarily without the least hesitation. 
But instead of spinning the cue ball as 
usual he miscued, failed to count, and 
left the balls in good position for 
Schaefer. Schaefer turned the miscue 
into a profitable and sensational run of 
209 and left Horemans to sit in his 
corner for a long time as an uncomfort- 
able spectator. . 

Schaefer played cautiously and kept 
the balls at one end of the table for 
nearly half the run. He made several 
massé shots that were as well executed 
as any the Belgian had made, and his 
run might have continued on to a new 
record for the match. but for the fact 
that Schaefer became a-little careless. 
He had a very simple one-cushion shot 
for his 210th point, a shot that required 
but a little English to throw the ball 
out against the second object ball. But 
Schaefer neglected to apply the Eng- 
lish and his cue ball came out straight 
from the rail and missed the second 
object ball by half an inch. 

The Young Western player followed 
this run with one of 110 and then in the 
sixth inning added 242 to his total with 
another run which was much like his 
previous one of 209. When the Belgian 
again got to the table he was able 
to go out before Schaefer could equal 
his total. score. é 


Resorts to ‘Safety. 
It was evident from the very start of 


the afternoon session that Horemans 
had been impressed by the showing 
Schaefer made the night before. The 
Belgian had contributed to Schaefer’s 
success to the extent of missing some 
easy shots and leaving the balls in al- 
most perfect position for his rival. 
When he stepped up to the table yester- 
day to continue his unfinished run of 
the night before, he promptly resorted 
to safety play. Whenever he thought he 
had a very difficult shot, one he might 
miss, he played with the deliberate in- 
tention of leaving the balls safe in case 
he missed. a 

Just how effective this method proved 
was indicated by the score early in the 
session. After Horemans had scored 
91 points from his unfinished run of 
86, making a total for the run of 177, 
he missed on a hard shot and left 
Schaefer with such a bad position that 
the western player failed to count. So 
careful was Horemans about -leaving 
the balls that Schaefer did not score 
for three turns at the table and in the 
meantime the Belgian gathered a total 
a 165 before Schaefer had counted at 
all. 

Horemans played consistently good 
billiards. His average for the afternoon 
session was 50, although he did not 
a. the 100 mark in any of his runs.

The Harvard Club became Class A 
champions of the Metropolitan League 
in squash tennis yesterday afternoon by 
defeating the Yale Club in the play off 
of a tie for first place by a score of 5 
to 2. Two weeks ago, Thomas R. Cow- 
ard of the Yale Club defeated John W. 
Appel Jr. of Harvard in the match that 
sent the two teams into a tie. Yester- 
day the result was reversed. Appel ob- 
tained his revenge. He defeated Cow- 
ard. The Harvard Club won. 

This, however, was not actually the 
decisive game between the two clubs. 
The Yale Club started off with a fine 
rush. Livingston Platt defeated the ex- 
national champion, Eric §. Winston, 
rather unexpectedly by scores of 15—5, 
15—9. Platt is a wonderful player, but 
there were few who expected him to 
beat the former champion. Then Au- 
guste J. Cordier, the national champion 
of 1920, won for the Yale Club from 
Anderson Dana, three times runner-up 
for the national championship. This 
cee things look rosy for the Yale 

ub. 

But that was where the Harvard Club 
was just starting. It was not merely 
that Prentice Sanger defeated Dr. Mac- 
Guire in straight games by the tightest 
possible scores. It was not merely that 
Appel won from Coward as already re- 
lated. The real credit for turning the 
trend of the match in the direction’ of 
the Harvard Club was due to A. H. 
Tomes. That dependable player was 
pitted against one- of the most for- 
midable opponents that any man could 
confront. H. R. Stern of the Yale Club 
{s notoriously one of the hardest men 
to beat in the game. He never con- 
cedes a: single thing to an opponent. 
He works for every point as though the 
entire result of the match and the fate 
of the universe depended upon his un- 
aided efforts. That way he has acquired 
the habit of winning. Many a man who 
knows quite as much of courtcraft as 
Stern has been beaten by the sheer 
spirit of determination and perseverance 
of the Yale man. 


Tomes at Top Form. 


Stern did his durndest yesterday after- 
noon. He played the fine game he al- 


ways does.. But Tomes, who has re- 
mained away from most of the season’s 
tournaments because of pressure of 
business, was at the top of his form. 
Everything broke right for him. He 
dropped his first game with Stern and 
then proceeded to put the match on ice 
for the Harvard Club. He played un- 
beatable squash in the second and third 
games and won them by scores of 15—10, 
15—7. Stern played the same steady 
game he glways does, but Tomes, play- 
ing like a man inspired, could have de- 
feated almost any man in the game yes- 
terday. 

Platt’s victory over Winston was one 
of the most remarkable occurrences of 
the entire Winter. It was a decisive 
victory, too. ‘The Yale man won in 
straight games, and there -was never 
any real doubt from start to finish of 
his match as to the eventual result. 

Appel’s defeat of Coward seemed to 
attract most of the attention from the 
largest squash tennis gallery of the sea- 
aon. Coward was in good form. He hit 
the ball as hard as he always docs and 
utilized change of pace as cannily as 
usual. But Appel was able to analyze 

is game and set the least bit of a faster 
pace. The scores of: 17—16, 15—10 in Ap- 
Fel’s favor do not tell the story. Every 
point of the match was contested evenly, 
witn Coward extending the Harvard man 
to the utmost of his ability. 


Appel Comes From Behind, 


Coward led Appel at 7—1 in the open- 
ing game, and later at 12—8. Then Ap- 
pel, by whirlwind hitting, caught up at, 
14-all. The Yale man again went into 
the lead, making the score 2-1 in his 
favor in the extra points. But Appel 
came from behind, tied it up at 15-all, 
and then ran out the game at 17—16. 
The second game was a repetition in a 
good many ways. Coward again took 
the lead early, only to have Appel come 
from behind and win in the end. The 
score in this game was much more de- 
cisive, Appel taking it at 15—10. 

Coward made one wonderful around- 
the-court shot after another at the open- 
ing of the second game, and it looked 
for awhile as though it were all over ex- 
cept the Brek-ck-kek-ex, or however 
Aristophanes was in the habit of spell- 
ing it. It seemed a sure thing for the 
Yale Club. Coward led Appel by a 
score of 7-2, but the ex-national cham- 
pion caught him and tied it up at 8-all.

TWO MORE ENTRIES 
FOR CUP CONTEST 


Denmark and Canada. Bring 
Number of Challengers for 
Tennis Trophy Up to Nine. 











Announcement was made yesterday at 
the offices of the United States Lawn 
Tennis Association of the receipt of two 
additional challenges for the Davis Cup. 
These were from Denmark and Canada. 
The Danish challenge*represents another 
newcomer jn the blue ribbon event of the 
lawn tennis world. The challenge from 
Canada, which has contested for the 
Davis Cup before, was expected. That 
from Denmark was more or less unex- 
pected. 

In forwarding the Danish challenge, 
Svend Olsen,: Secretary of the Dansk 
Lawn Tennis Forbund, wrote that the 
players of his country were not only tak- 
ing much interest in the event, but ex- 
pected to progress well beyond the pre- 
liminary rounds. The countries now 
entered in the competition for the Davis 
Cup number. nine. The record for pre- 
vious competitions was six. The entries 
are Spain, the British Isles, Australasia, 
France, the Philippines, Denmark, Can- 
ada, India and Czechoslovakia. 

The challenge from Canada followed 
closely upon that of “Denmark. It came 
in the form of a letter from E. H. Senior 
of Toronto, Secretary of the Canadian 
Lawn Tennis Association. The decision 
to enter a team was made at a recent 
meeting of the Canadian association 
after the matter had been under discus- 
sion for several weeks. Interest in the 
event is widespread throughout the Do- 
minion. Letters with regard to the 
entrance of Canada in the Davis Cup 
competition have been received from as 
far aaway as Victoria and the general 
belief is that the Dominion will be able 
to enter one of the strongest teams that 
has ever represented it. 

In addition to Canada’s challenge it 
is confidently expected by Paul Wil- 
liams, the Field Secretary of the U. S. 
L. T. A., that at least Belgium and 
Holland will enter the field before the 
entries close on March 15. 

Interest in the entry of Denmark is 
heightened by the fact that the world’s 
covered court championship is due to be 
contested in Copenhagen next month. 
The Danish Association has sent an in- 
vitation to the American Association to 
send its leading players to compete, but 
it is doubtful whether any of them will 
be able to find the time and opportunity 
‘to make the trip. 

The erican national champion, 
William T. Tilden, 2d, and the woman’s 
champion, Mrs. Molla Bjurstedt Mallory, 
are to represent this country in the 
hard court championships in France in 
the early Summer, and will play later in 
the British championships in Wimble- 
don. But it will be impossible for them 
to make the trip to Europe early enough 
to compete in the covered court cham- 
pionship in Copenhagen.

A forfeit of $250 if the work was not 
completed by a certain time was the 
penalty written into the contract, and 
it was reported that the city official 
obtained two extensions of time, thirty 
days each, when the contractor failed 


to carry out his agreement. 

One of the witnesses under subpoena 
yesterday was said to be former Street 
Cleaning Commissioner Arnold B. Mac- 
Stay. e did not testify yesterday and 
was asked to return today. 

Among the witnesses who testified 
yesterday were Arthur Fradus, son of 
Jacob Fradus, who told the Lockwood 
committee that Robert P.  Brindell 
ruined his contracting business; Alfred 
A. Taylor, General Superintendent of 
the Street Cleaning Department, and 
Leonard Damman, Secretary of Fradus 
Contracting Company, Inc. 

William Chilvers, assistant to Mr. 
Whitman, investigating matter relating 
toe the Dock Department, said he ques- 
tioned several witnesses regarding the 
leasing of piers. One is said to have 
told him that he received $12,500 for 
his services in connection with the 
leases. He said that as a lawyer he was 
entitled to the fees. . 

One line of Mr. Chilvers’s investigation 
did not produce material results yester- 
day. On examination of accounts he 
learned that $1,250 paid as reward to two 
detectives investigating bond thefts had 
been regularly passed: upon and ap- 
proved by the Commissioner of Police, 
according to law, and that there had 
been the usual deduction for the police 
pension funds. 

Continuing his investigation into the

CLEVELAND, March 3.—Plots which 
involved assassination of Cleveland citi- 
zens connected with the Loyal American 
League, the destruction by dynamite of 
caowntown buildings, and an intensive 
campaign of anarchistic propaganda 
throughout the city, are believed to 
have been nipped by the arrest here last 
Tuesday night of eight men said to be 
members of an anarchistic group. 

The arrests were made by agents of 
the Department of Justice, working in 
co-operation with officers of ae Loyal 
American League.

PLAINFIELD, N. J., March 3.—Rep- 
resentative Ernest R. Ackerman of this 
city, President of the Lawrence Port- 
land Cement Company, was indicted in 
New York yesterday on charges of vio- 
lating the Sherman Anti-Trust Law.

OULD AMEND ORGANIC LAW

A recommendation that the New York 
County District Attorney’s office be in- 
vestigated, and that District Attorneys 
be appointed by. the Appellate Division 
‘of the Supreme Court instead of elected, 
fis made in the final report of the Ex- 
‘traordinary Grand Jury, of which Ray- 
‘mond F. Almirall is foreman. The Grand 
[Jury was impanelled on Aug. 11, 1919, 
ito investigate criminal anarchy. It re- 
ported to Supreme. Court Justice Bartow 
iS. Weeks yesterday, saying it has been 
‘unable to complete the investigation of 
the District’ Attorney’s. office taken up 
in connection with thé purposes for 
l which it was constituted. 

The principal recommendations are: - 

That the office of District Attorney 
lghould be taken out of politics, and he 
should be appointed by the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court, subject 
to removal. : 

Neither the District Attorney nor his 
assistants should -be allowed to emgage 
in private law practice, or. ta accept 
money from private sources to defray 
the expenses of prosecuting any cases. 

The District Attorney should have his 
own detective staff and not be de- 
pendent upon the Police Department. 

He should be prevented from making 
prejudicial “‘ side remarks ’’ in present- 
fng a case to the jury with a view to 
{nfluencing their verdict or preparing 
an indictment in anticipation of a ver- 
dict. 

The Grand Jury panel 
greatly increased. 
| Minutes of the Grand Jury should not 
ibe obtainable for defendants except upon 
permission of the Grand Jury. 


Justice Commends Jurymen. 


Justice Weeks commended the jury- 
lgmen for their eighteen-months’ work, 
aoa heard a request by Colonel William 
Rand, special Deputy Attorney General, 
lwho worked with the jury, that the 
Court, in view of the changes suggested, 
many of which involved drastic amend- 
ments to the basic law, make it clear

House Votes Medal of Honor 
To British and French Dead 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—The 
House adopted today a resolution 
‘authorizing the Congressional Medal 
of Honor tq be conferred upon an 
unidentified British and an uniden- 
fied French soldier buried, respec- 
tively, in Westminster Abbey and at 
the foot of the Arch of Triumph in 
Paris. . :

Telling of the criminal anarchy inves- 
tigation, the report Says forty-four in- 
dictments were returned, five defend- 
ants were deported, one fled forfeiting 
$3,500 bail, two pleaded guilty and got 
suspended sentences after renouncing 
the Communist Party of America -and 
seven were convicted. 

“The principal results of the indict- 
ments,’”’ says the report, “have been 
the seeming disorganization of these po- 
litical groups, a checking of the open 
advocacy of criminal anarchy, a stimu- 
lation of activity by the public authori- 
ties in other States and by the Federal 
authorities, carefulness in the accept- 
ance of literatyre by job printers, and 
directing attention to the menace of 
criminal anarchy.”’ 


Refers to ‘ Overshadowing Crime.” 


Concerning the ** overshadowing 
crime,”’ about which the jury once made 
& presentment to Justice Weeks, the 
report says the phrase referred to the 
“undetermined motive which might 
have prompted’ one of the original 
charges of conspiracy, in s«pport of 
which there was adduced before this 
grand jury no tangible evidence.”’ The 
reference is said to be to the insistence 


of Mayor Hylan and the Hearst news- 
papers thats the Interborough officials 
and the offices of the Interborough 
brotherhood conspired to bring about the 
subway strike. The jury heard sixty- 
nine witnesses, but,found no basis for 
the charges. . 

The jury commends Alexander I. 
Rerke, Assistant District Attorney, and 
concludes: 

‘“The great wealth and opportunity in 
this country lay upon its citizens a 
weighty responsibility. Legislation, both 
positive and negative, and political par- 
ties, with their vast patronage and 
might, seem to be creating special 
classes so that groups of people as well 
as individuals are becoming privileged 
and therefore not equal before the law. 
The groups and individuals thus privi- 
leged and public officials, profiting, by 
these conditions, barter their authority 
in exchange for mutual gain and power 
and are at times indifferent to their 
obligations to the public welfare. 

““Such situations are oppressive and 
infectious with corruption. They are 
great public evils pregnant with crime. 
No other arm of the law is so intimate- 
ly representative of the people as is the 
Grand Jury, » which - should jealously 
safeguard its rights and inexorably use 
them without fear or favor. In these re- 
quirements largely rests the safety and 
the welfare of our people.’”’ 


Thinks Many Suggestions Good. 


District Attorney Swann is in Florida. 
In his absence Joab H. Banton, Acting 
District Attorney, said the report con- 
tained many good suggestions. 

““T am a great believer in the election 
of our public officials ox the people,’”’ 
he said, ‘“and to do otherwise in the 
case of the District Attorney would 
mean that the State Constitution would 
have to be amended. 

‘“*T agree that Assistant District At- 
torneys should not have the privilege of 
practicing law outside of the prosecution 
of criminal cases. I don't think any 
man can successfully serve two masters. 
Criminal law practice is now barred to 
members of the staff, but they may try 
civil cases. 

‘“‘As to money from private sources 
being used -to prosecute defendants 
charged with crime, that cannot be 
legally done now.’’ 


GERMANS ARE LEADING 
IN AIRPLANE METALS 


Air Supremacy Depends on Dis- 
covery of Lightest Material, 
French Authority Says.

PARIS, March 3.—That the future su- 
premacy of the air is with the country 
which discovers and manufactures the 
lightest metal, is the opinion of General 
Duval, former chief of the French Aero- 
nautic service. The study of light metal, 
he declares in an interview, is essential 
to any progress, and he foresees the 
creation of something practicable to 
aviation and yet lighter than aluminum. 

The Germans are already at work on 
the problem, the General says, and he 
sees Germany beating France in airplane 
construction unless systematically the 
study of air problems is carried further 
in this country. For two years the plan 
to construct an aerodynamic laboratory 
at Issyle Moulineaux has been before the 
Chamber, but the money has not been 


forthcoming. The result of the delay 
has been that French aviation has not 
made anything like the progress that 
has been made either in Germany or 
America. ’ 

While the French are still working 
with light metals, the Germans are be- 
ginning work ‘with metals which are 
extra-light, and the moment they suc- 
ceed they will be able to create an air- 
plane much lighter and at the same 
time more powerful than anything that 
any other country is producing. 


MARCONI HAS INVENTION 
TO GUIDE SHIPS AT SEA 


Announces Wireless Discovery by 
Which Eléctric Waves Can Indi- 
cate Direction Even in Fogs. 





LIVERPOOL, March 8.—Discovery of 
a new wireless invention by which ships 
may be guided during dense fogs was 
announced here tonight by William Mar- 
coni at the annual British shipmasters’ 
dinner. ; 

This invention, he said, has not as yet 
been in operation anywhere, and is 


based on a principle by which electric 
waves ma e directed in any definite 
direction like flashes from a lighthouse. 
He declared these waves would take the 
place of leading lights in thick weather, 
and would prevent collisions of vessels 
during fogs.

NEW ARRESTS ARE MADE 


Wanted Man Seriously Wounded 
When He Makes a Dash to 
“Escape From Guards. 
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LONDON, March 3.—Answering ques- 
tions in the Commons today, Lloyd 
George said he was perfectly willing to 
give facilities,to the elected represen- 
tatives of the Irish people to meet to 
present proposals to the Government or 
to come by way ‘of deputation, but there 
were certain persons who could not be 
permitted to mect or take part in the 
deputation, namely, those who had taken 
part directly in murder. 

Mr. Devlin asked whether any reser- 
vations of this character were made to 
representatives of the Boers when asked 
to meet the British Government, and 
whether some of the things done by 
representatives of the Boers could not be 
described as similar to those done in 
Ireland. There were cries of ‘ No, 
no!”’ 

Lloyd George replied with emphasis 
that it was an insult to the Government 
of South Africa to suggest there was 
any comparison between the men who 
fought openly in the field with men 
who parade the streets in civilian dress 
under the protection of the law and then 
turn round and shoot guardians of the 
law.

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DUBLIN, March 3.—Flavor of the 
Wild West is imparted to life in Ireland 
by such episodes as that which occurred 
in Henry Street this afternoon. This 
thoroughfare branches off from O’Con- 
nell Street by the Nelson Pillar and is a 
popular shopping centre. About 4 o’clock 
several men in plain clothes leaped from 
a motor car and covering a well built 
young civilian with their revolvers 
bundled him into the car and drove him 
toward Dublin Castle. 


Another arrest which the authorities 
apparently regard as important is that 
of a man named McKeon from the Ball- 
inalee District. He was a passenger on 
the night mail train from Dublin 
which was searched by a strong mixed 
force of police and soldiers. McKeon 
and another civilian were arrested. <As 
they were being marched from the sta- 
tion McKeon, who is an athlete and a 
fast runner, dashed away from the 
escort and had sprinted a considerable 
distance before he was wounded by 
shots fired at him. Even after being hit 
he continued to run, but further bullets 
striking him he collapsed and is in a 
very serious condition. 

Continuance of outrages in Dublin has 
rseulted in extension of the curfew as 
from tomorrow to 9 o’clock instead of 10 
o’clock as at present. This is a crippling 
blow to caterers for amusement, who 
carried on under existing restrictions in 
admittedly difficult circumstances, The 
same reason has decided the military to 
close three sections of the. railway. 

A number of houses in the Rorey dis- 
trict have recently been raided and ar- 
ticles of food taken, it is believed, to 
supply the need of men on the run. 
Houses in the Burtonport district of 
Donegal have been raided and bed- 
clothes, carpets, towels, &c., taken to 
provide for the comfort of fugitives in 
the neighboring mountains. Similar in- 
cidents are reported from County Meath. 





FLORENTINE REVOLT 


IS BEING QUELLED 


Armed Conflicts Continue and 
Extremists Prevent General 
Return to Work.

MILAN, March 3.—Slowly but surely 
the Florentine revolt is being quelled. 
This morning’s messages say sixteen 
people have been killed in Florence, 
while the number wounded is between 
300 and 400. More than 100 rebels are 
confined in big forts on the hills. 
Armed conflicts with soldiers are still 
occurring in the working-class districts, 
and a general return to work has been 
thwarted by the extremists, but the 
worst resistance is now encountered in 
outlying towns and hamlets. : 

Eight three-inch guns had _ been 
brought to batter down the formidable 
barricades at Scandicci and 300 rounds 
were fired from machine guns to cower 
the insurrectionists and blow to pieces 
the Socialist stronghold. A _ military 
lorry filled with carabinieri came to 
grief on a bridge which had been mined 
by the rebels, and it is reported that 


six were killed during the fighting, while 
many were pierced by bullets but not 
fatally wounded. 

The Socialist Mayor, who played a 
conspicuous part in the battles, has 
since been arrested. 

The Fascisti raided the Mutual Aid 
Society Buildings and carried off por- 
traits of Lenin and Trotzky which 
were found covering those of Italian 
monarchs. {The place was afterward 
wrecked by gunfire. Four soldiers were 
killed in an ambush at Empoli and six 
so badly wounded that they died later. 

Communist raiders destroyed the tel- 
egraph offices at San Romano. Pisa, 
the city of the leaning tower, has been 
occupied by the military after a san- 
guinary conflict. The Socialist Party 
Directorate who were attending the 
Confederated Labor Congress at Leg- 
horn, at Which the communist group 
had just been defeated by more than 
1,000,000 votes, were summoned urgent- 
ly to the capital on Tuesday night to 
deliberate about a national strike, but 
owing to the total lack of communica- 
tions and the hold-up of correspondence 
they are still safely blockaded in that 
seaport. 

Railway and general strikes continue 
in Pisa, Piombino and Lucca. Thou- 
sands of workmen have been thrown out 
of employment through the closure of 
the. San Marco dockyards at Trieste, 
where the damage resulting from yes- 
terday’s devastation is assessed at 20,- 
000,000 lire. 

Fires are still burning in various parts 
of,the city and Fascisti incendiaries 
have ble ee out the Labor Chamber in 
the neighboring town of Muggia.

PARIS, March 3.—All the humor, 
gayety and love of fun and splendor 
which characterized Paris before the 
war came back with a sweep today with 
the celebration of Mi-Caréme. For ten 
miles through the streets the procession 
of the Queen of Queens has wound its 
way, through packed crowds every- 
where, sprinkled with boys and girls in 
fan¢y dress. Nobody worried about 
when or how Germany was going to pay, 
for today, at least. Interest was all in 
the comic figures of the carnival 
carried aloft on chariots which were ac- 
companied by an immense gondola in 
which Mlle. Yvonne Beclu, recently 
elected Queen of Queens, sat surrounded 
by the twenty Queens of all the arron- 
the Queen of 
Students and the Muse of the Free of 
Montmartre. 

Art students had had full liberty under 
the Féte Committee to plan and con- 
struct the triumphal cars and their in- 
genuity earned laughter and applause 
throughout the many miles of streets 
along which the procession passed. There 
was a pelican of lath and plaster in 
whose open beak half a dozen children. 
played around. On another car which 
represented the old songs of France was 
a cat, also in plaster, whose arched back 
and towering tail reached as high as the 
third story windows. 

Half a dozen popular jests and sar- 
casms found expression on_ great 
chariots drawn by six and eight horses 
at a slow moving pace. On one car was 


a half span of one of the Seine bridges 
and below it a crowd of householders 
camped out. It did not need much. 
imagination to see the sarcasm on the 
condition of things which has reduced 
many Paris inhabjtants to such recourse 
for a roof to shelter them. 

At the Elysée the procession stopped 
and the Queen paid a visit to the Pres- 
ident of the Republic, who this time did 
not scorn his privilege of a kiss, though 
he has abolished the custom when he 
bestows the military and other honors. 

Tonight the whole city is giving itself 
over to gayety. There is a masked ball 
at the opera and at almost every danc- 
ing hall in the city, Even these, how- 
ever, are scarcely likely to contain the 
crowd of revellers and in the streefs 
thousands of laughing, singing students 
and citizens are dancing and singing as 
on armistice night, for the carnival has 
come back to Paris.

SAITO SAYS NATIVES LIE 


Governor Declares Part of Trouble 
Due to Perjured Testimony— 
Fifty Koreans Arrested. 


TOKIO, March 2 (Associated Press).— 
The Government’s Korean policy was at- 
tacked in the Diet today by Representa- 
tive Ichiro Kiyose of the Kokumin-to, 
or: Nationalist, party. 

He mentioned especially the destruc- 
tion by Japanese troops of Christian 
churches and schools at Chentao, on 
the Korean-Manchurian frontier, reports 
of which abroad, Representative Kiyose 
declared, made the Japanese appear in 
the réle of blood-thirsty devils. 

Admiral Saito, Governor of Korea, in 
a statement to the press today, said 
that the Japanese administators in 
Korea were getting closer to the Kore- 
ans. The Christian missionaries, he as- 
serted, were becoming convinced of the 
good intentions of the Japanese in 
Korea, and were assisting them in the 
re-establishment of a settled form of 
progressive government. Admiral Saito 
characterized as untrue reports that the 
Japanese troops had singled out Chris- 
tian converts in Manchuria for persecu- 
tion and death.

LONDON, March 3.—Labor had today 
its revenge for its defeat at Woolwich 
yesterday. Figures of the Dudley by- 
election announced tonight show the La- 
bor candidate, Wilson, has been elected 
by a majority of 276 over the coalition 
Unionist, Sir A. Griffith-Boscawen, who 
has represented Dudley in the Commons 
since 1910. The Dudley contest was the 
result of Griffith-Boscawen’s recent ap- 
pointment as Minister of Agriculture, it 
being necessary in these circumstances 
for him to seek re-election. 

The Labor Party, realizing the glory 


attached to the defeat of a Cabinet Min- 
ister, brought up full strength in sup- 
port of Wilson, who is a railway man. 
Lord Beaverbrook, proprietor of. The 
Daily Express, has been attacking Grif- 
fith-Boscawen for the latter’s refusal to 
introduce legislation for removal of the 
embargo on the importation of Canadian 
cattle into this country. Lord Beaver- 
brook’s contention was that the removal 
of the embargo would cheapen meat 
here, so Griffith-Boscawen was instantly 
Jabeled ‘‘ the dear meat candidate,” and 
it certainly cost him many votes. But 
probably the unemployed question, 
which is very acute in Dudley, was the 
principal: factor in his defeat. Lloyd 
George’s influence had been used on be- 
half of the Minister of Agriculture, and 
Mrs: Lloyd George visited Dudley to try 
to turn the tide in his favor. The Labor 
Party is, of course, jubilant over the 
victory.

_ COSTA RICAN RAID 


United States May Become In- 
volved if Burica Point 
Is Attacked. _ 


NEW FORCE RUSHED TO COTO 


Measures Will Be Taken to -Limit 
Fighting, It Is Indicated in 
Washington. 


PANAMA, March 3.—Costa Rica forces 
are being rushed to the Coto district 
in dispute between this .country and 
Costa Rica, where Panama and Costa 
Rican troops have been engaged in hos- 
tilities, it is said in dispatches to the 
Government here. 

A steamer, it is declared, has been at 
Punta Arenas taking on troops and 
munitions, and it is believed that the 
Costa Ricans plan to land these forces 
on the eastern shore of Burica Point, a 
projection of land which marks the Pa- 
cific end of the boundary. between Pan- 
ama and Costa Rice. 

Should this manoeuvre be carried out, 
the Panaman forces which recently cap- 
tured Costa Rican units occupying Coto, 
to the northeast, would be in danger of 
being cut off from their base of sup- 
plies. ; 

The chief significance of such a move 
on the part of Costa Rica would appear 


-to centre around the fact that it would 


involve the United States, since the 
shore east of Burica Point was given to 
Panama under the arbitration ruling of 
Chief Justice White, which was handed 
down in 1914. It has been understood 
here, that the United States Depart- 
ment of State has been insisting upon 
the interpretation of treaties obligating 
the United States to protect the terri- 
torial integrity of Panama. 

Another possibiliry that the United 
States may become involvéd is found in 
reports that Costa Rica is reinforcing 
her garrisons at the Atlantic end of the 
frontier. The United Fruit Company 
owns extensi¥e banana plantations, and 
has railréads extending southerly from 
Puerto Limon into Panama. It has been 
learned that this corporation will be 
almost certain to request the protection 
of United States troops if Costa Rica 
should decide to take over these Iines 
for military purposes. 

Travelers arriving here from Costa 
Rica report anti-American demonstra- 
tions in San José, Puerto Limon, Carta- 
go and Heredia on Feb. 27 and 28. A 
strict censorship has been established 


here, and little is known of the move- 
ments of Panaman volunteer forces, but 
it is learned that a shipment of rifles 
is expected from Peru in a few days, 
and that they will be used for arming 
newly recruited forces. 

The capture of another Costa Rican 
vessel, with 100 men on board, was offi- 
cially announced here yesterday: 


Prepare to Limit Fighting Zone. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—Reports 
that Costa Rican forces might~ be land- 
ed at Burica Point, south of the Pan- 
ama frontier, caused surprise in Gov- 
ernment circles here in view of official 
intimations from Costa Rica previously 
that no extension of operations south- 
ward was contemplated. 

It was indicated, however, thet should 
such a movement develop the United 
States could pe expected to take prompt 
measures toward compelling the con- 
tending Costa Rican and Panaman 
forces to confine their operations to the 
disputed territory of Coto. 


No reply has been received either from 
Fanama or Costa Rica to notes sent by 
the State Department suggesting that 
peaceable means of adjusting the dis- 
pute be adopted. 


ACTS TO SAVE LORELEI ROCK 





Athletic Club Buys Rhine Landmark 


to Prevent Disfigurement. 


LONDON, March 3.—Lorelei Rock, on 
the Rhine near St. Goar, has been pur- 
chased by an athletic club, in order to 
safeguard it against disfigurement or 


‘| usages’ not in keeping with the historic 


surroundings, according to a _ report 
from the Rhineland. 

The summit of the rock has been 
bought for the sum of 7,000 marks, and 
will in future be used as a drill ground 
by the South Nassau gymnasts. 

The rock is a familiar landmark to 


all travelers on the Rhine and students 
of mythology. It gives a remarkable 
echo, which may account for the legend 
attaching to it. In its commonest form 
the tale is that of a Rhine maiden who 
threw herself into the river in despair 
over a faithless lover and became a 
siren, whose voice lured fishermen to 
destruction. 


BINGHAMTON JUDGE 
TO HEAD DRY FORCES 


Herold L. Hart Is Selected by 
Republicans for $5,000 
State Post. 





Harold L. Hart, City Judge of Bing- 
kamton and the Republican leader of 
Broome County, has been agreed upon 
by the Republican organization of the 
State as its candidate for Federal Pro- 
hibition Director of the State of New 
York, to succeed Charles R. O’Connor, 
the present Democratic incumbent. Mr. 
Hart’s appointment is expected to be 
announced within a few days from 
Washington. 

The fact that under the leadership of 
Mr. Hart the Republican situation in 
Broome County never has been in such 
fine shape had considerable to do with 
his selection, it was. admitted by local 
Republicans. Broome was one of the 
few counties in the State which showed 
a falling off in the vote cast for Alfred 
E. Smith last Fall, compared to 1918. 

Judge Hart is considered a militant 
law enforcer, and it is predicted that he 
will strive for a strict enforcement of 
the Federal prohibition law. It was 
said that his first effort will be to end 
the alleged collusion between bootleg- 
gers and various officials.

HINTS TRANSIT PLAN 
S ALREADY FRAMED 


Prendergast’s Suggestion That 
Fares Might Be Lowered. 











ASSERTS BILL WILL FAIL 


Asks if Public Would Be Admitted 
to Proposed Hearings by 
New Commission.

Corporation Counsel John P. O’Brien, 
who was one of the speakers against 
the Miller traction bill at the Albany 
hearing on Wednesday, said yesterday 
that the prospect held out by William 
A.. Prendergast, chief spokesman for/ 
the Miller plan, that the commission to 
be appointed by the Governor might 
recommend a lowering of fares instead 
of a rise had little prospect of fulfill- 
ment... Mr. O’Brien had this comment 
to make upon the hearing: 

‘Great stress was laid by Mr. Pren- 
cergast in his sesquipedalian oration at 
Albany yesterday upon the careful and 
detailed’ investigation into the traction 
conditions which will follow the appoint- 
ment of transit commissioners if the 
Miller bill goes through. He tried to 
have his hearers and the public believe 
that careful investigation into all of the 
ramifications of the traction question 
will be made before any action is taken 
by the Commissioners and that the fares 
rnight be lowered as well as raised as 
the result of the inquiry and delibera- 
tlons of that commission. 

‘*May I ask whether it is a fact that 
the investigation has been already fairly 
well completed, the plan practically pre- 
pared and the whole of the subject mat- 
ter put in such shape that the Transit 
Commission, these three supermen whom 
the Governor has in mind, may be able 
to expedite the determination of the 
questions necessary as a preliminary 
step to fixing the fares on our city 
streets? 

‘“‘ Has this plan been already prepared 
by: the Merchants Association, which em- 
ployed the men who prepared this plan? 
Who has employed the lawyers who 
drafted this bill? 

‘- A further query I would. put to Mr. 
-Prendergast, since he is the chief spokes- 
man for the Governor’s measure, is this: 
If the bill be enacted into law and the 
Transit Commission appointed, is it de- 


signed to conduct this inquiry in a public 
proceeding, with witnesses under oath, 
with the public allowed to be present? 
Will testimony be presented in such form 
and under such rules as would be re- 
quired in a rate case tried in court? Will 
Stone & Webster’s figures be accepted in 
any form as evidence either of the value 
of the properties involved or the oper- 
ating expenses and revenues? 

‘““The defense of the Miller bill in the 
Assembly Chamber yesterday was far 
weaker than even the most ardent op- 
onent of this indefensible bill expected 
t to be. The whole burden of the ar- 
gument was that traction conditions in 
New York ought to be changed, even if 
it were necessary to violate the State 
and the Federal Constitutions and the 
sacred principles of home rule that have 
been developed and extended during the 
last sixty years. They should be in- 
vaded and set aside and ignored, if 
prgerecet £ to make the project a matter 
of stabilizing securities. 

‘Even though the party machipery 
and all the known mechanics of State 
politics are being used to a straining 
point to rush this bill through, the 
overwhelming force of an enlightened 
public opinion in New York and the up- 
State cities will block the passage of 
the bill, and there will be one more 
slab in the legislative cemetery to mark 
the aI resting place of another trac- 
tion . 


SHIPPING AGREEMENT 





International Mercantile Marine 
Directed to Amend Arrange- 
ment With Britain. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—The agree- 
ment between the International Mercan- 
tile Marine Corporation and the British 
Admiralty requiring the corporation to 
operate its ships without injury to Brit- 
ish commerce is ‘‘inimicable’’ to the 
foreign commerce of the United States, 
the Shipping Board declared today in a 
report submitted to the Senate. The re- 
port was in response to a resolution of 
inquiry, as a result of charges by Senator 
Jones of Washington, that the agreement 
was injurious to American shipping. 

In reporting its findings after a hear- 
ing had been_held on the charges, the 
board declared the agreement to be “ in- 
imicable-to and not in harmony with 
the policy of the United States, with re- 
spect to the development of its trade 
and commerce, and at variance with both 
the letter and the spirit of the Merchant 
Marine act of 1920.’ 

The resolution, a copy of which has 
been sent ta the International Mercantile 
Marine Corporation, directed it to amend 
the agreement to exclude all vessels 
documented under the laws of the United 
States from the effects of the agreement, 
so that it would not apply to ships oper- 
ated by the company at any time under 
the American flag.

UNTHRMYER NAMED 
“IN GONTEMPT CASE 


Lawyer Quotes Him as Saying 
He Did Not Care to Send 
_ Material Men to Jail. 


CONFERENCE INWASHINGTON 


A. J. Baldwin Testifies Meeting Was 
Arranged After Client Had 
Seen Alderman Kenneally, 


Arthur J. Baldwin, counsel for John 
A. McCarthy, former business associate 
of Charles F. Murphy, testified yester- 
day that Samuel Untermyer told him he 
did not care to put any one in jail in 
connection with the housing investiga- 
tion here. He quoted Mr. "Untermyer 
as having said he had accomplished his 
purpose in exposing building conditions 
and was after constructive legislation. 

Mr. Baldwin’s testimony was given be- 
fore Justice McAvoy in the case of 
Robert O. Scallan, a reporter fer The 
World, charged with contempt of court. 
Scallan had written an article, published 
last Saturday morning, intimating that 
the Tammany nomination for District 
Attorney would go to some one in the 
Attorney General's office if the fifty- 
six indicted building material. dealers 
were permitted to escape with fines. 
‘Mr. Baldwin said he met Mr. Unter- 
myer at the home of a Mr. Bugher in 
Washington oh Feb. 12, in pursuance of 
an appointment arranged by telephone 
and telegraph. He testified that Mr. 
McCarthy told him that William P. Ken- 
neally, Vice President of the Board of 
Aldermen, had said he had a friend, 
Morris Panger, in the office of William 
A. De Ford, Special Deputy Attorney 
General, who was prosecuting the anti- 
trust law case against McCarthy. Ken- 
neally told McCarthy, the witness said, 
that Panger said he thought De Ford 
would be willing to accept a plea of 
guilty and the imposition of a fine, and 
that the prosecutor was surprised that 
no one had come to gee him regarding it. 

It was in connection with this situa- 
tion that he arranged to see Mr. Unter- 


myer in Washington. Then he saw Mc- 
Carthy again. : 


Another Conference with Kenneally. 


‘““He (McCarthy) told me that since 
his conference with me, I believe, he had 
again talked to the Alderman (Ken- 
neally) and the Alderman had repeated 
and was sure he had gotten the message 
correct,’’ Baldwin testified. 

Baldwin suggested that McCarthy go 
back to Kenneally again. On Wednes- 
Gay, Feb. 16, McCarthy reported to him 
that he saw Panger in company with 
Kenneally the prevjous evening, and 
that Panger repeated in substance what 
Kenneally had said. The conference at- 
tended by Panger, Kenneally and Mc- 
Carthy, took place in the Anawanda 
Club, the Tammany club in Leader 
Murphy's district. 

Stanley Richter, Special Deputy Attor- 

ney General, son-in-law of Mr. Unter- 
myer, asked permission to defend Mr. 
Untermyer if ‘‘unwarranted attacks ’”’ 
were made. He ‘objected to Mr. Bald- 
win’s testimony. 
.De Ford said that his object was to 
Giscover ‘‘the source of Mr. Unter- 
myer’s clairvoyance as to what was hap- 
pening here and to show and: develop ”’ 
& “proposition ’’ that, he understood, 
Mr, Untermyer made to the witness. 

Richter said De Ford seemed to be 
laying the basis for an indictment ,for 
conspiracy. This was denied by~’ 'the 

rosecutor. Richter insisted that ‘De 
Ford had made such a statement the 
previous:day. De Ford said he did not; 
and the Court said: 

No, he did not state that. He stated 
that he thought that in respect of the 
proceedings here evidence might be ad- 
duced in the course of the proceeding 
that would be the basis for an indict- 
ment for criminal conspiracy or crim- 
inal libel or conspiracy to commit a 
criminal libel, but the object of the in- 
quiry has no such purpose.”’ 


Says Untermyer Gave. Information. 


‘““May I state to Your Honor,: in 
answer to Mr. Richter’s suggestion, that 
there is nothing here to connect Mr. 
Untermyer with this publication,” said 
De Ford. ‘I believe if Your Honor will 

ive me an opportunity to analyze the 
acts in evidence I will convince Your 
Honor that he was a party to this pub- 
lication and that he furnished these peo- 
ple the materials, which they afterward 
embodied in the attacking article.’ 

De Ford charged that Mr. Untermyer 
Bave The World ‘the false material, 
with the understanding that the only 
question that was open was as to the 
time when it should be used.’’ 

Justice McAvoy listened privately to 
Baldwin and then ruled that the evi- 
dence was competent. Major C. B. 
Brophy, for Scallan, objected to the 
evidence and the court said: 

“Tt ee - objectionable from 
your standpoint. In fact, it somewhat 
mitigates the offense.” fm 

Fh tinuing his testimony Baldwin

‘“‘T said I wished to see him (Unter- 
myer) in regard to the building material 
cases. I explained to him that I had 
been away the first of the week in St. 
Louis, but on the day previeus some of 
the defendants had been to see me, say- 
ing that a friend of Mr. potty mad 
called upon him at the third panel jury 
and told him that he had a friend in 
Mr. De Ford's office who said that he 
thought Mr. De Ford would be willing 
to accept a. plea of guilty and the im- 
position of a fine in those cases, and 
further said that De Ford was surprised 
that no one had come to see him in 
regard to it.’’ 


Explained Case to Untermyer. 
Baldwin told Untermyer that he had 
rot talked to any of the lawyers for 
the defendants, but that before he saw 
De Ford he wanted to see the chief 
counsel to learn if the attitude of the 


prosecutors was what had been de- 
scribed to him. 

The witness said he explained to Mr. 
Untermyer that there was a great dif- 
ference between the material men’s 
cases and previous cases, and although 
his clients might be technically guilty of 
a violation of the Donnelly act, he said 
that during the war the rigors of the 
Donnelly and Sherman laws had been 
let down because of necessity, and he 
felt that the defendants were no more 

uilty than many others who acted simi- 
arly during the war. He said the case 
might take six weeks to try, would in- 
volve great expense, and said that in 
the present condition of public opinion 
with respect to housing conditions he 
did not believe there could be but one 
result—a verdict of guilty. He said that 
he came to see Mr. Untermyer to see if 
De Ford had been correctly quated and 
if that was the attitude of Mr. Unter- 


myer. .

W. B. WILSON PUT ON 
JOINT COMMISSION 


President Displeases Senators by 
Appointing Retiring Secretary 
to International Board.

WASHINGTON, March 3.—Announce- 
ment made today that William B. Wil- 
ron, Secretary of Labor in President 
Wilson’s Cabinet, had been appointed 
by Mr. Wilson a member of the Inter- 
national Joint Commission caused con- 
siderable dissatisfaction among Senators. 
At the same time it was announced that 
Joseph P. Tumulty, Secretary to the 
President, had declined appointment on 
the commission. 

The dissatisfaction does not apply per- 
sonally to Secretary Wilson. The Demo- 
crats criticise the appointment because 
Mr. Wilson will displace Obadiah Gard- 
rer, a former Democratic Senator from 
Maine, and the Republicans are dis- 
pleased partly because the Jgternational 
Commission will remain in mocratic 
control and partly because the will be 
left on the commission only one member 
—ex-Senator Clarence D. Clark of Wyo- 
ming—who has any acquaintance with 
its work. 

The dissatisfaction baqen to develop 
when it became known last week that 
President Wilson had tendered a place 
on the International Commission to Mr. 
Tumulty. Senator Spencer of Missouri, 
who had a telegraphic controversy dur- 
ing the political campaign last year with 
President Wilson and Mr. Tumulty over 
Mr. Spencer’s charge that the President 
had assured the peace conference that 
the American Army and fleet would go 
to the assistance of Euronean nations if 
they were again threatened by German 
aggression, was one of those most pro- 
nounced jin opposition to Mr. Tumulty’s 
appointment. There was nothing, how- 
ever, that Senators could do to prevent 
it, as it is vested exclusively in the 
President and docs not have to be sub- 
mitted to the Senate for confirmation.

EX-GRAIN MILLIONAIRE. 
DIES AS GAS FILLS ROOM 
Emil Rothschild of Omaha Had 


Lost in Speculation and Ger- 
man Marks. 





OMAHA, March 3.—Emil Rothschild, 
formerly a millionare grain dealer and 
President of the Rothschild Grain Com- 
pany, 36 years old, was found dead 
from asphyxiation in his home here 
early today. Gas was pouring from the 
burners of a stove. 

Members of his family said that Mr. 
Rothschild had.been suffering from a 
nervous breakdown following severe 
financial reverses. He is said to have 
lost heavily during the last eight months 
in grain speculation and to have suffered 
reverses because of the depreciation of 
the value of the German mark. Last 
night he sent a cablgram to his brother 
Louis in es peugrpad Germany, askin 
that the latter ‘‘ wire immediately wha 
you can realize on my house and 
marks."’ 

He left several notes, but/ their contents 
were not made public. ter it was an- 
nounced that in one of the notes, ad- 
dressed to his attorney, Mr. Rothschi 
said his assets would be ample to take 
care of all obligations,

NEWENGLAND ROADS 
PLAN TO CUT WAGES 


Call Conferences With Employes 
to Discuss Extent of Pro- 
posed Reductions. 


AFFECTS UNSKILLED LABOR 


April 4 Set as Date for Readjust- 
ment of Pay Involving Sev- 
eral Thousand Men. 


BOSTON, March 8.—A reduction in 
wages of unskilled employes of all the 
principal railroads in New England was 
forecast today! The New York, New 
Haven & Hartford, the Boston & Albany 
and the Boston & Maine Railroads each 
called conferences of employes, at which 
the extent of the cut is to be discussed. 
April 4 is the date tentatively set for 
the reduction, which on thege roads will 
affect approximately 7,000 men. It is 
understood that the other roads will 
take similar action. 

Details of the proposed readjustment 
have not been announced, and the com- 
panies say they are being withheld until 
the representatives of the employes can 
sit down with the road officials anc 
talk over the situation. 

The conferences are set for March 11 
at New Haven in the case of the New 
Haven road, March 8 at Springtield 
and Boston for the Boston & Albany. 
‘and March 14 at Boston for the Boston 
& Maine. 

Highteen hundred employes of the Bos- 
ton & Albany, a part of the New York 
Central system, are affected by the 
Wage reduction. All are rated as uh- 
skilled laborers, including freight 


handlers, truckers, sealers,  scalers, 
stowers, coopers, baggage porters, jani- 
tors, watchmen, drawtenders, crossin 
men, grain shovelers, lampmen, ma 
orters, pumpmen, station cleaners, fire 
bandera, ashpit men, flue borers, coal- 
ers, car cleaners, headlight men, sand- 
house men, lamplighters, trackmen, ap- 
prentices and storeroom men.

The Pullman plan was drawn up on 
suggestions of the second Industrial 
Congress called by President Wilson, and 
has been put into effect at many points 
on the Pullman system.

Wounded and disabled veterans of the 
Werld War told -the committee investi- 
gating conditions among disabled men 
for the American Legion at tee City 
Hall yesterday that they were being 
neglected or impreperly treated by the 
authorities. 

The first witness was Martin L. Engen 
of 514 West 177th Street, a patient at 
the Fox Hills Hospital, who is receiving 
@ temporary disability allotment of $80 
@ month. During the war he served in 
the navy, and at the Great Lakes Sta- 
tion in October, 1918, fell from a scaf- 
fold and broke his hack. He wears a 
plaster cast from shoulder to hips. 

Engen said he was notified on Wednes- 
day by a physician from the Polyclinic 
Hospital that he would have to undergo 
an operation, and that if he did not his 
compensation would probably be stopped, 
even although he remained -helpless. 
He said he applied for permanent dis- 
ability rating in December last year, 
but it had not yet been allowed. 

‘That the Government ia fajling to care 
for 150 veterans suffering from tuber- 
culosis at Saranac Lake was told to 
the committee by Frederick T. Albright, 
a veteran of the army, who is being 
treated for tuberculosis. He said he had 
no complaint to make about his own 
treatment, but that some of the men are 
being entirely neglected. 

About 150 men, he said, had refused 
to leave Saranac Lake and go to a 
Government haspital in Mexieo  be- 
cause they thought the treatment they 
were getting could not -be improved. 
The Government then refused to take 
care of the men, the witness said, and 
most of them left. Then, he said, the 
Government started the contract-cottage 
system, and when many of the men who 
had left returned they were refused. ad- 
mittance.

FINANCIAL WARKETS)/— 


Ne Perceptible 
Events at London -— Move- 
ment of Stocks Irregular. 


If any one had expected to find the 
course of events at the London repara- 
tiens conferénce reflected in the finan-' 
cial or commerctal markets, he would 
again have been disappointed yesterday. 
The allied Premiers’ reply to’ Germany 
was technically an ultimatum, and that 
word has conveyed unpleasant assocta- 
tions In financial circles since July, 
1914. But on the face of things, yes- 
terday’s markets appeared not to be in 
By all tradition, 
expectation of an actual clash ever the 
eontroversy would have been indicated 
Py a break on the Stock Nxechange, a 
fall in cotten, a deeline in NHuropean 
exchange rates; a rise in wheat and 
great commotion in the market for Eu- 
ropean public securities. 

These financial movements .used to be 
familiar, in a long series of years be- 
fere the great -Européan war, whenever 
an ill-tempered speéch on international 
affairs was made at London, Paris or 
Berlin, or rumors of ‘‘ massing troops 
on the border ’’ were distributed to the 
stock exchanges. But yesterday’s mar- 
kets displayed no particular relish even 
for the pretense of such misgivings. 
The stoek market was mostly firm, with 
the smallest total’ transactions in three 
weeks. Cotton prices were steadier, and 
on support from Liverpool, Eyropean 
exchanges advanced, notably sterling. 
Qn the French and English markets 
public securities hardly moved, and what 
movement occurred was again in op- 
posite directions. on the two stock ex- 
changes. Wheat, it is true, advanced; 
it sold at Chicago yesterday 6% cents 
per bushel above the price of a week 
ago; but this advance only represented 
recovery of the decline which had oc- 
curred in the few preceding days, and 
yesterday the grain trade was more dis- 
posed to talk about ‘the ‘‘ green bug”’ 
than the-London conference. 

Apathy of this sort might be inter- 
preted either as meaning that financial 
judgment had no apprehensions of gawk- 
ward results from the rejection of the 
German proposals or as indicating that 
speculative markets had exhausted their 
power of ‘‘ discounting.’’ Probably 
there would be truth in both supposi- 
tiens. So far as the speculative posi- 
tion is concerned (en the Stock Ex- 
change particularly) it was evident some 
time ago that the legitimate movement 
of prices had eome to a dead halt. If 
the financial community as a whole 
were convinced that a new and danger- 
ous turn in the general situation was 
threatened in any quarter, it is entirely 
probable that the market would not 
stand still. But the common belief ap- 
pears to be that the signs of the moment 
deo net indicate anything which can be 
confidently relied on and that meantime 
financial markets have already moved 
pretty far in the way of anticipating un- 
favorable possibilities. 

Last week witnessed the first decline 
of the year in our own Federal Re- 
serve system's reserve percentage; yes- 
terday’s statement of the Bank of Eng- 
land shows that the ratio of reserve to 
deposits at that institution decreased 
this past week from 15 per cent. to 
12%. Outstanding: note circulation of 
the Federal Reserve increased last week, 
for the first time in 19@1; at the Bank 
of England. alse circulation has_ in- 
creased: £1,600,000, and at the Bank of 
France 337,800,000 francs, most previous 
weeks of 1921 having shown decreases. 


‘| Expansion of eredit and currency at just 


this time of year is not unusual, even 
in a normal period. It seems ordinarily 
to reflect some sort of preparation for 
what in this country we call the 
‘“‘Spring trade.’’ But in the United 
States, as in France and England, there 
has been a feeling that the influences 
of the season ought to be considerably 
superseded by the influence of pro- 
longed 
and trade activity. A few weeks more 
will give better means of drawing con- 
clusions as to the larger tendencies. In- 
crease in both Federal Reserve notes 
and in British currency notes was fair- 
ly continuous after this date in 1920 
and 1919.

The Chamber of, Commerce of the 
State of New York at its regular meet- 
ing yesterday, adopted a resolution of- 
fered by its Executive Committee that 
the chamber call upon the Legislature 
for laiws which will give effect to 
recommendations made recently by Gov- 
ernor Miller for a reform of the organi- 
zation and powers of the Industrial 
Commission. The chamber also resolved 
that Charles M. Schwab be given a tes- 
timonial reception in recognition of his 
services to America during the war. 

The report of the Executive Commit- 
tee on the settlement of industrial dis- 
putes read in part: 

“The committee recognizes that one 
of the greatest causes of industrial 
waste is the frequent conflict between 


employers arfd employes which results 


in strikes and lockouts, and the Chair- 
man of the Committee on Industrial 
Problems and Relations correctly point- 
ed out that there had been no time in 
history when the effort to eliminate eco- 
nomic waste was so imperative as it is 
today. 

‘‘The proposals which this chamber 
has been asked to consider relate to an 
attempt to bring about in this State 
some machinery which may contribute 
in part, at least, to the_solution of these 
various industrial problems. 

‘“‘Your committee is of the opinion 
that the time has come when the State 
should interfere to protect itself from 
public disorder and its citizens from 
lawless invasion of their rights, to pro- 
tect the public from the disastrous ef- 
fects of strikes and industrial disputes, 
and to protect those who do not belong 
to unions from unlawful aggressions, 
and those who do belong to unions from 
exploitation by venal officers, in the 
manner recently disclosed in this city.” 

The resolution, which was adopted 


after some opposition, read: 

Be It Resolved, That the Chamber of 
Commerce of the State of New York appeals 
to the Legislature of the State of New York 
to enact legislation to give effect to the rec- 
ommendations of Governor Nathan L. Miller 
in his annual message to reform the organ- 
ization and powers of the Industrial Commis- 
sion so’ as to provide for a single-headed 
commission, with a board of three, to be 
en'powered to discharge exclusively quasi* 
judicial and legislative functions, and to be 
clothed with authority to investigate labor 
conditions and to deal with labor disputes; 
and to accomplish this purpose the following 
legislation be enacted: 

That any voluntary association of 
seven or more members may sue or be sued 
in the name of the association, service of 
process upon any officer, manager or busi- 
ness agent of such association to constitute 
service upon the association, and that the 
Industrial Commission shall have power to 
prescribe and supervise the accounts and rec- 
ords of such association with the same au- 
thority now given the Public Service Com- 
mission over the accounts and records of 
strect railways and similar corporations: 

That the authority of the Industrial Com- 
mission to deal with labor disputes should 
include the duty to make inquiry concerning 
the matters in dispute with the right to 
subpoena witnesses, examine them under 
Oath and require the production of books 
and papers in order to enable it to ascertain 
all tacts material to the dispute and to 
furnish the public and every employer and 
employe entitled to vote upon the questions 
of strikes and lockouts involved, with a 
cecpy of its report. 

That notice of the intention to strike or 
lockout must be made to the Industrial 
Commission at least fourteen days before 
action. 

That every ballot cast for strikes or lock- 
outs shall be so safeguarded as to preserve 
the freedom of the voter and the decision 
at which he has arrived, and to that end 
that, the Industrial Commission shall be 
Charged with the .duty of supervising the 
count of the vote so as to insure a secret 
ballot free from intimidation or misrepre- 
sentation, and its honest count. 


Several other resolutions were adopted. 


THE “WOOL ACCOUNT.” 


Plans for Disposing of British Gov- 
ernment’s War Holdings. 

Under the arrangement adopted by 
the British Cabinet the assets in the 
Government wool account, created in 
Australia during the war and amount- 
ing to approximately £14,000,000 in cash 
and 1,800,000 bales of wool, will be di- 
vided equally between the British Gov- 
ernment and the new British-Australian 
Wool Realization Association as soon 
as the latter has been legally consti- 
tuted.

ranging an agency contract with the 
association for the sale at a commis- 
sion of the British half of this material.

SOUTHERN PACIFIC DECLINE. 


Business Smaller Than in January, 
1920, by $1,206,634. 


The January earnings statement of the 
Southern Pacific Company as submitted 
to the Interstate Commerce Commission 
reflects plainly the decline in the vol- 
ume of business carried by the road in 
that month. After showing that gross 
declined $1,206,634, compared with Jan- 
uary a year ago, and that there was an 
increase in railway operating expenses 
of $1,554,846, a net railway operating in- 
come of'$1,511,381 was shown, which was 
$2,891,647 below the report for Jan- 
uary, 1920. 

Compared with preceding months the 
January freight. revenue this year was 
almost $3,000,000 below that of Decem- 
ber, more than $4,000,000 below Novem- 
ber and $7,250,000 below October, 1920.

Under the head of January revenues, 
it was shown that mail revenues de- 
clined $2,198,247 from January, 1920. 
This, however, was due to the fact that 
1920 January mail revenues included 
back mail pay amounting to $2,235,171.

SAYS BANK NEED NOT 
PUBLISH SALARIES 


Counsel for American Bankers’ 
Association Gives Opinion 
on Controller’s Request. 


CITES COURT RULING 


Declares Williams Had No Authority 
Under Law to Demand Such 
Confidential tnformation. 


National banks will not have to pub- 
lish figures’ showing the compensation 
paid to officers, as requested by former 
Controller of the Currency John Skclton 
Williams, if the opinion of Thomas B. 
Paton, general counsel for the American 
Bankers’ Association, proves correct. 

Mr. Paton issued a statement yester- 
day in which he expressed the opinion 
that the five periodical reports which 
the Controller is authorized to ca!l for 
each year include only statements of 
assets and Habilities, and that saiaries 
pald to officers are not assets or Ha- 
bilities, and hence are not necessarily 
included in these displays. As for spe- 
cial reports, as provided for in the Na- 
tional Bank act, Mr. Paton believes that 
there is no requirement for publication 
of these. Mr. Paton’s statement is as 
follows: 

“Section 5211 requires five reports 
each year to the Controller of the Cur? 
rency ‘ according to the form which may 
be prescribed by him,’ and ‘ each such 
report shall exhibit, in detail and under 
appropriate heads, the resources and 
liabilities of the association (national 
bank), &c. The reports,.must be pub- 
lished ‘in the same form in which it is 
made to the Controller.’ 

‘“The Supreme Court of the United 
States, in Cochran vs. U. S., 15 Supreme 
Court Reporter 628, says that the ob- 
ject of Section 5211 is ‘to apprise the 
Controller of the Currency and the pub- 
of each national 
bank at stated periods.’ 

‘‘In my opinion a statement of sala- 
ries paid does not come within the spirit 
and meaning of Section.5211; it is not 
the character of information which the 
law requires shall be reported upon call 
of the Controller and published. It is 
not a statement of what the bank owns 
or what it owes—its resources and lia- 
bilities—and a report and publication of 
such salaries would in no way fulfill the 
object of Section 5211, which, as de- 
clared by the Supreme Court, is, as al- 
ready said, to apprise the Controller and 
the public of the bank’s condition at 
stated periods. The Controller’s author- 
ity is measured by law—he cannot go 
beyond the taw, and this is simply an au- 
thority to call for a report of rezources 
and liabilities, so that he and the public 
may know the condition of the bank. 
When he goes beyond this and demands 
publication of additional information of 
a confidential character he is, in my 
opinion, proceeding without authority 
of law. . 

‘True, Section 5211 also provides for 
special reports to enable the Controller 
to acquire a ‘full and complete knowl- 
edge of its (the bank's) condition.’ But 
assuming the authority to require these 
special reports would cover a wider lati- 
tude of information, there is no require- 
ment for publication in such case. 

‘‘I am therefore inclined to the opin- 
ion that a report of the compensation 
paid to officers and employes is not a 
report of the resources and liabilities, 
and that the Controller of the Currency 
has no power to force the reporting 
banks to publish this confidential in- 
formation.”’

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ARREST BARES FRAUD 
IN STOCK SALES 
Police Say A.-T. Atwell Was in 
Gang of ‘Salesmen’ Who Stole 


Commissions. 








Details of a scheme to defraud business 
men in this and other cities out of com- 


.j missions for sales of stock in corpora, 


tions came to light yesterday with the 
arrest of Amos T. Atwell, 65 years old, 
at his home at 791 St. Nicholas Avenue 
on a bench warrant issued on indict- 
ments returned against him and fifteen 
other men, After Atwell was taken to 
Police Headquarters he suffered a heart 


ward at Bellevue Hospital. 

Inspector Coughlin said that for the 
last.ten days detectives have been gath- 
ering in members of the band alleged 
to be connected with the swindle, and 
thus far ten of them had been arraigned 
in General Sessions. . 

He said that in May last, according 
to admissions made by some of the men 
under arrest, William J. Hazard, 62 
years old, 8;746 109th Street, Richmond 
Hill, Queens, .conceived a scheme of 
answering advertisements for the pur- 
pose of defrauding persons offering stock 
for sale. Hazard was arraigned in 
General Seasions several days ago and 
he and others named in the indictments 
are well known in the upper Tenderloin 
district, said the Inspector. ‘ 

He explained that some of the men 
involved in the scheme posed as sales- 


men and galled on the advertisers and, 
after ‘obtaining employment, reported a 
few days later that they had arranged 
for sales of stock running from $5,000 
to $10,000. As a general rule, said In- 
spector Coughlin, a representative of 
the intended victim was sent to see the 
prospective purchase, 

It develo in the police investigation, 
he said, that the ‘‘ purchaser’’ really 
was a confederate of the ‘‘ salesman, 
and that on every occasion he engaged 
to send a promissory note to the firm 
the next day to bind his contract to 
purchase the stock. The note would ar- 
rive in the mail in the office of the 
firm, and the ‘‘ salesman” immediately 
would demand and receive his commis- 
sion on the sale. Inspector Coughlin 
said that up to yesterday afternoon 
more than thirty complaints had been 
recefved from business houses which 
‘had been victimized. 

@ total obtained on the scheme, ac- 
cording to the inspector, was more than 
$10,000. Besides Atwell and Hazard, the 
police h arrested John Harrison, 57 
years old, who said he was a broker, 
453 Fifteenth Street, Brooklyn; John J. 
McAuley, 85 years old, a salesman of 510 
West 177th Street, and David Rosenthal, 
George van Norden and George LaPorte, 
who would say little about themselves.

Announcement was made by. the direc- 
tors of the Utah Copper Company yes- 
terday of a reduction in the quarterly 
dividend on the capital stock from $1.50 
to $1 per share. Rumors to the effect 
that the rate would be reduced had been 
in circulation and the stock had de- 
clined sharply. This action is another 
reflection of conditions in the copper 
trade since the signing of the armistice, 


which brought an end to the unpre-|N 


cedented demand for copper brought 
about by the war. 

The company has been paying the 
quarterly dividend of $1.50 per share 
since. the early part of 1919, conse- 
quently dividend disbursements in both 
1920 and 1919 amounted to $6 per share. 
In 1918, however, when the war de- 
mand for copper was still in existence, 
the company paid $10 per share. In 
1917 $13.50 was paid and in 1916 it 
paid $12. In 1915 the dividend was 
only $4.25, while in the years from 
1908 to 1914 the annual dividend varied 
from $1 to $3. 

In announcing the reduction Charles 
Hayden issued the following statement: 

‘“‘On account of the small domestic 
sales it was the opinion of the board 
that conservative action in regard to 
dividends should be taken at this time.”

HAZARDS IN MINES. 
Caused by Cardlecsrests Says En- 


gineer After Visit to the West. 


That there is a growing. tendency 
toward carelessness in dealing with fire 
hazards in metal mines is the {mpres- 
sion of Byron O. Pickard, mining engi- 
necr of the United States Bureau of 
Mines, who has recently made a visit to 
several. of. the mines in the West. He 
says the attitude may be more exactly 
analyzed as a, feeling of immunity rather 
than unthinking carelessness: probably 
the natural result of a mine being 
operated for a périod of several years 
without a serious mine fire. When 
candles were taken out of the mine and 
the carbide lamp. substituted, many 
metal mine managers drew a sigh of 
relief and considered themselves free 
from danger of underground fires. 

The occurrence of several serious mine 
fires during the last year should do 
much to disturb the equanimity of the 
intelligent manager and make him in- 


spect his mine for fire hazards, says 
Mr. Pickard. These recent fires should 
start him thinking about fire proofing, 
fire preventing and fire fighting meth- 
ods. He should realize from a study 
of the causes and effects of these mine 
fires that the danger of fires in mines 
is ever present; that fires start easily 
and unexpectedly; that fires on the 
surface and underground are hard to 
control when no arrangements have been 
made nor thought given to prevention or 
fighting; that it takes only a small fire 
to fill the mine with smoke and poison- 
ous gas; that a mine fire often results 
in loss of life and serious losses of 
property; that operations are stopped 
sometimes for months and often for a 
year or more; that cach manager after

_ « WASHINGTON, March 3.—A_ $500,000 


damage suit was filed in the District 


Supreme Court here today by the own- 
ers cf The New York Call against Post- 
“master General Burleson,’ who. retires 

from office tomorrow. The complainant 

alleges Mr. Burlescn’s action in closing 

the mails to the publication on Deo 3, 


1919, caused losses in advertising and 
circulation before mail privileges were 
restored by court order last August. 


S. John Block and Horace S. Whit- 
man are attorneys for The Call, a So- 
cialist daily newspaper pulished here, of 
which Charles W. Ervin is s 

_ editor and the Workingmen’s Co-Op- 
-erative Association is the publisher. The 
petition in their suit, filed against Mr. 
Burleson individually, charges that: by 
cancelling the second-class mailing privi- 
leges of the paper, Mr. Burleson ‘ un- 
lawfully, wilfully, negligently and in 
violation of the laws of the United 
States and without legal warrant or 
power violated: the rights and privileges 
of the publishers of Tne a 

The newspaper, according to Mr. 
Burleson'’s declaration, was among the 
publications that from the date of this 
country’s entry into the war conducted 
‘‘an organized propaganda to discredit 
and impede in every way the Govern- 
ment in the prosecution of the war,”’ 
and which, in varying language ‘‘ brand- 
ed the declaration of war by our Gov- 
ernment as a crime against the people 
of the United States and against the 
nations of the world.” 

» On Aug. 25, 1920, Justice Hitz in the 
District of Columbia Supreme Court 
granted to the publishers of The Call 
a writ of mandamus directing the Post- 
master General to restore the mailing 
privileges which had -operated to pre- 
vent it from circulating outside New 
York City. The Court held that. the 
Espionage act, under which the Post- 
master General moved, contained mo ex- 
press grant of authority to the Post- 
master General to exercise whatever 
power the act gave him by a blanket 
order operating in the future upon is- 
gues of a periodical publication not in 
existence, adding that fraud or wrong- 
doing never was to be presumed. e 
Court signed an order that such future 
issues.of the paper as were mailable 
under the law should be transmitted as 
secend-ciass mail matter. 

The Postmaster General subsequently 
2 erred the decision and that appeal 
still is pending.

The Executive Council of the Atlantic 
and Gulf Coast District cr the Mafine 
Engineers’ Beneficial Association, at 
the close of a two-day conference in the 
Hotel Marlborough, announced yester- 
day that plans had been adopted to 


resist'a proposed wage cut of 25 per 
aur by the steamship owners. The 

ans were not made known, but it was 
id that. the unions pnopose to fight 
any modification of the present agree- 
ment, which expires on May 1. Support 
of the 17,000 members in this district 
was,pledged by the Executive Council. 
An assessment, it was said, would be 
levied to carry on the fight. 

The newly formed ‘American Ocean 
Licensed Officers’ Association, created 
for the purpose of co- -ordinating ac- 
tivities in combating any deviation from 
the existing contracts, will meet this 
afternoon at 1 o’clock in the rooms of 
the Neptune «Association, 21 Park Row. 
The wage cut proposai will be con- 
sidered. 

The Executive Council of the Marine 
Engineers yesterday adopted resolutions 
in which it was set forth that there 
was nothing in existing economic con- 





ditions to. warrant a: cut or revision of 
working conditions. The resolution 
provided that “‘each member be in- 
structed to continue.as heretofore, doing 
all within his power to operate the ships 
upon. which he is employed in the most 
economical manner possible, thereby 
demonstrating clearly the contention of 
economic manner possible. 
In the preamble to the resolutions the 
Executive Council said that ‘‘ the steam 
vessel interests have, thnough the press 
and other means, informed the marine 
engineers employed in the ships operat- 
ing from the Atlantic and Gulf Coast 
districts that they were contemplating 
pons into effect not only a large re- 
duction in their salaries, but that they 
were also going to take away from them 
the principles of the eight-hour day, 
thereby increasing their hours. of labor 
aboard ships, and make a reduction in 
oe subsistence allowance, and are g0- 
ing to take away the privilege of a night 
at the termination of a voyage.’
